New  York,  May  13.— The  Ottawa 
reepondent    of    The  New   York  Herald 
telegraphs  as  follows: 

The  Behring  sea  negotiatioD,  I  am 
creditably  informed,  has  reached  the 
final  stage  of  mere  technicality  and 
practical  detail.  While  it  will  not  he 
possible  to  formulate  and  publish  the  in- 
tended international  convention  for  the 
regulation  of  the  fur  seal  fishery  in  the 
North  Pacific  ocean  and  the  waters  ad- 
jacent thereto,  during  the  present  sea- 
son, the  American  and  British  nego- 
tiators have  improved  upon  the  mode  by 
which  the  necessary  and  proper  regula- 
tions shall  be  framed,  so  that  a  full  and 
satisfactory  adjustment  of  the  contro- 
versy is  assured. 

The  Russian  government,  which  has 
an  identity  of  interest  with  that  of  the 
United  States,  though  one  of  less  mag- 
nitude, has  from  the  beginning  virtually 
agreed  to  join  in  whatsoever  arrange- 
ment should  prove  satisfactory  to  the 
American  government.  If,  hereafter, 
the  citizens  or  subjects  of  any  other 
power  than  Great,  BriUiin,  Kusaia  or  the 
United  States  should  engage  in  the 
North  Pacific  seal  fishery,  such  power 
will  be  jointly  invited  by  the  three  powers 
named  to  adhere  to  the  convention.  It 
is  expected  that  the  government  of 
Japan  will  tender  its  adhesion  to  the 
convention  as  soon  as  promulgated,  that 
country  being  the  owner  of  sealeries  in 
the  North  Pacific  of  constantly  growing 
value. 

I  am  advised  that  when  Sir  Julian 
Pauncefote,  in  conformity  to  the  in- 
structions of  his  government,  informed 
Mr.  Blaine  of  his  deaire  and  readiness  to 
enter  upon  a  consideration  and  adjust- 
ment of  the  Behring  sea  controversy, 
the  .\merican  secretary  of  state  as- 
sumed it  to  be  conceded  by  the  British 
government  that  there  was  to  be  no 
pelagic  sealing  inside  the  passes  leading 
to  Behiing  sea,  and  that  all  such  sealing 
was  ailmitted  to  be  inimical  to  the  pre- 
servation of  the  fur  seals  resorting  to 
that  sea.  Her  majesty's  government,  afc 
it  appeared,  had  no  such  understand,  .ig. 
The  data  furnished  to  the  British  minis- 
ter at  Washington  by  the  Canadian  gov- 
ernment indicated  that  the  necessities  of 
the  case  fell  materially  short  of  a  prohi- 
bition of  in-sea  fishing. 

This  divergence  of  view  at  the  thresh- 
old of  the  negotiations  led  to  a  pro- 
tractetl  examination  and  discussion  of 
evidence  supplied  by  the  trejisury  de- 
partment at  Washington  and  the  minis- 
try of  marine  and  fisheries  at  Ottawa, 
and  was  the  prime  cause  of  the  sending 
of  Minister  Ihipper  to  Washington  to 
assist  Sir  Julian  in  the  examination  and 
discussion  of  the  facts  and  opinions  of 
the  Canadian  and  American  officials  and 
experts  who  had  been  connected  with 
the  seal  tisheriea. 

After  Mr.  Tupper's  return  to  Ottawa 
the  United  States  submitted  the  project 
of  a  convention  which  the  Canadian 
cabinet  council  deemed  to  go  consider- 
ably beyond  what  was  indicated  as  nec- 
essary. The  British  government  sub- 
mitted a  project  which  it  deemed  to  be 
supported  by  all  the  trustworthy  infor- 
mation in  common  poaeession.  This 
was  not  deemed  satisfactory  by  the 
United  States,  whereupon  both  parties 
agreed  that  further  and  more  reliable 
information  was  desirable,  and  this  they 
purpose  to  obtain  by  a  joint  investiga- 
tion of  the  real  state  and  characteristics 
of  our  seal  fishery,  upon  whose  report 
with  accompanying  evidence  they  mean 
to  frame  a  convention. 

Meantime  there  will  be  no  seizures  of 
British  vessels  in  Behring  sea,  except  for 
actual  violation  of  the  territorial  juris- 
diction of  the  United  States.  The  Cana- 
dian sealers,  however,  will  be  advised  to 
use  their  sealing  privileges  with  moder- 
ation and  not  in  euch  manner  as  to  give 
renewed  occasion  to  the  American  gov- 
ernment to  represent  the  perpetuality  of 
the  fur  seal  as  endangered.  In  any 
event  the  British  government  has  prom- 
ised to  give  all  weight  to  the  particular 
interest  of  the  United  States  in  the  seal 
herd  resorting  to  the  American  islands, 
and  Slop  short  at  no  restriction  necessary 
to  save  the  females  from  slaughter. 
This  assurance  has  pasoed  at  Washing- 
ton with  the  full  concurrence  of  the 
Canadian  government. 


HE  COULDN'T  STAND  IT. 

The  W«jr  of  the  TransKressor   Wa«  Rather 
To ugh. 

DOYLESTOWN,  Pa.,  May    13.— Ten    in- 

dictmenta  have  been  prepared  in  the 
case  of  J.  Monroe  Shelleuberger,  the 
once  wealthy  lawyer  and  politician,  and 
who,  after  fleecing  almost  every  one  of 
his  friends,  neighbors  and  acquaintances 
for  miles  around,  fled  to  the  West  a  few 
weeks  ago,  went  broke  in  Tacoma,  and 
then  returned  last  week  to  face  the 
music.  The  indictments  charge  forger- 
ies, embezzlements,  and  the  obtaining 
of  monies  by  false  pretenses. 

When  the  grand  jury  has  acted  next 
Monday  it  is  expected  that  Shellen- 
berger  will  plead  guilty  and  take  his 
medicine.  His  account  of  his  experi- 
ences during  the  few  weeks  between  hia, 
flight  and  his  voluntary  return  would 
make  material  for  a  novel  or  furnish  the 
plot  for  a  melo-drama. 

At  one  time  worth  a  hundred  thousand 
dollars  and  a  power  in  Montgomery 
county  politics,  he  had  but  i^OU  when 
he  was  compelled  to  dy.  He  journeyed 
to  Tacoma  by  emigrant  trains,  the  car 
in  which  he  was  travelling  west  of  Chi- 
cago being  smashed  up,  and  several' 
people  killed  and  injured. 

Before  he  had  been  two  days  in  Ta- 
coma he  was  recognized  by  a  man  who 
knew  that  a  price  of  several  thousand 
dollars  was  on  his  head.  He  left  Ta- 
coma by  night,  sneaked  about  in  the 
small  towns  in  the  territories  until  every 
cent  of  his  money  was  gone,  pawned  his 
gold  watch  and  chain  in  Denver  for  suf- 
ficient to  reach  Chicago,  and  in  the  lat- 
ter city  sold  his  culT  buttons  and  shirt 
stones  for  enough  to  get  a  second-class 
ticket  to  Philadelphia.  From  Tuestlay 
morning  until  the  next  Friday  night  he 
did  not  have  a  morsel  of  food,  and  then 
his  last  two  cents  were  expended  for 
some  stale  bread. 

Shelleuberger  is  a  man  of  fine  api>ear- 
anoe  and  address,  and  up  to  the  time  of 
his  flight  was  regarded  as  a  soul  of 
honor.  Many  of  his  victims  are  ruined, 
and  the  troubles  gro^ring  out  of  the 
bogus  mortgages  he  had  placed  on  scores 
uf  farms  and  homesteads  will  lead  to  liti- 
gation that  may  not  be  ended  for    years.

PLENTY    OF    ICE    AT    SEA. 

The    Open    Winter    .Uaketi    the    Iceberg 
Come  Kurlj  and  Thick. 

NkwYork,  May  13.— While  a  defi- 
ciency of  ice  exists  on  shore  more  than 
usual  is  reported  at  sea.  The  Captain 
of  nearly  every  vessel  which  arrives  re- 
ports having  fallen  in  with  a  larger  or 
smaller  number  of  icebergs.  The  log  of 
one  vessel  records  140,  while  those  of 
others  severally  record  59,  50  and  49. 
Many  of  these  icebergs  are  recorded  as 
being  2.jO  feet  high  and  1000  fefet  long, 
while  100  feet  high  and  half  a  mile  long 
are  also  favorite  dimensions.  These  fig- 
ures do  not  convey  a  true  idea  of  the 
size  of  the  icebergs  to  which  they  are  ap- 
plied, unless  it  is  remembered  that  the 
portion  of  an  iceberg  seen  above  water 
is  only  about  an  eighth  part  of  its  entire 
bulk. 

The  unusual  multiplicity  of  icebergs 
has  already  caused  much  harm,  and  is 
liable  to  do  more,  unless  the  outlooks 
are  particularly  watchful.  The  loss  of 
two  vessels  has  been  caused  by  collision 
with  gigantic  bergs,  and  twenty  others 
have  been  more  or  less  injured  and  nar- 
rowly escaped  destruction. 

According  to  the  most  popular  theory, 
both  the  small  land  crop  <  nd  the  large 
sea  crop  are  due  to  the  same  cause — the 
open  winter.  It  has  been  followed  by 
an  early  spring,  which  has  caused  ice- 
bergs to  break  away  from  their  moorings 
in  the  polar  regions  earlier  and  in  larger 
quantities  than  usual.  There  are  also 
secondary  causes  to  which  the  existence 
of  so  much  ice  is  attributed.  These 
must  have  been  heavy  northerly  gales 
following  high  tides  which  had  broken 
the  connection  of  the  ice  with  the 
glaciers.  In  addition  to  their  being 
more  of  it,  the  ice  this  year  is  further 
ea>t  than  has  almost  ever  been  known. 

There  was  a  large  influx  of  ice  from 
the  north  four  or  five  years  ago,  but  it 
was  not  so  early  in  the  season,  and  there 
was  not  nearly  so  much  of  it.  The 
influx  is  far  in  excess  of  any  other  on 
the  records  of  the  hydrot;raphio  depart^ 
ment. 


Hi*    "In<lepen<I<.|ice;"  Kecog- 
nltion  of  Perlltly.

The  especial  guest  of  the  banquetters 
is  the  Marquis  of  Hartington,  and  the 
affair  is  in  recognition  of  what  is  called 
his  "independence"  in  breaking  away 
from  his  old  chief  on  the  Irish  question 
and  allying  himself  with  his  political  op- 
;>onents. 

Appropriately  enough,  that  renegade 
of  renegades,  Joseph  Chamberlain,  who 
eii)ect8  as  a  reward  for  his  perfidy  to- 
ward the  "grand  old  man,"  to  whom  he 
owee  his  very  existence  in  political  life  - 
to  receive  a  title  for  himself  and  his 
.\merican  wife  before  the  present  gov- 
ernment gives  up  the  ghost,  will  be  the 
presiding  officer,  and  Lord  Derby, 
<^schen  chancellor  of  the  exchequer, 
another  renegade,  and  Sir  Henry  James, 
will  be  among  the  principal  speakers. 

WORSE    THAN    SLAVERY. 

The  Kight  Counts  Hein^   I'Hken  to  Suppre<t« 
Ihe  Truffle. 

LoMK)N,  May  13.— it  is  only  a  few 
weeks  ago  since  the  Prussian  police  ar- 
rested several  men  while  crossing  the 
frontier  in  Upper  Sileeia,  accompanied 
by  twenty  handsome  Russian  girls.  In- 
vestigation developed  the  fact  that,  while 
the  girls  supposed  that  they  had  been 
engaged  as  seamstresses  for  tailors  in 
Berlin,  they  were  in  reality  en  route  to 
Buenos  Ayrea,  there  to  be  distributed 
among  the  brothels  of  South  America. 
The  men  are  now  awaiting  trial  and  will 
receive  long  terms  of  imprisonment. 

On  the  heels  of  this  expose  come  de- 
velopments which  indicate  that  a  simi- 
lar infamous  traffic  is  being  carried  on 
between  this  country  and  Poland,  and 
that  scores  of  young  Polish  Jewish  girls 
are  brought  to  London  every  few 
months  and  compelled  to  lead  a  life  of 
shame. 

Three  Poles  alleged  to  be  connected 
with  the  infamy  are  already  under  ar- 
rest, and  an  influential  committee,  with 
Baron  Rothschild  at  its  head,  has  lieen 
organized  to  suppress  the  evil.  Hun- 
dreds of  men  must  be  engaged  in  the 
traffic,  for  it  has  been  shown  that  in  case 
after  case  betrothal  contracts,  in  accord- 
ance with  the  religious  customs  of  the 
country,  were  entered  into  before  the 
victims  could  be  induced  to  leave  home. 


Arrangements  are  now  nearly  com- 
pleted for  the  beginning  of  work  on  the 
electric  lines  and  Manager  Chase  has 
just  returned  from  a  business  visit  to 
Minneapolis.  There  are  so  many  dif- 
ferent details  to  be  arranged,  of  which 
the  public  know  nothing,  that  the  work 
could  not  be  commenced  as  early  as  the 
company  would  have  liked.  Once  be- 
gun it  will  be  pushed  as  rapidly  as  pos- 
sible. 

Mr.  Littlefield  a  dealer  in  street  rail- 
way supplies  of  Chicago,  arrived  in  Du- 
Duluth  this  morning.  The  object  of  his 
visit  is  to  figure  on  supplies  to  be  fur- 
nished for  the  new  line  and  to  inspect 
the  present  line  with  the  view  to  devis- 
ing some  plan  whereby  the  track  can  be 
changed  to  standard  guage  without 
tearing  up  the  concrete  foundation. 

Manager  Chase  expects  to  receive  the 
bias  for  the  motors  in  a  few  days.  This 
matter  has  caused  considerable  delay, 
the  company  having  been  undecided  at 
first  on  the  size  of  cars  to  be  used.  Be- 
sides this  the  factories  are  all  badly 
crowded  with  orders  just  at  present 
The  track  will  be  in  readiness  for  the 
cars  as  soon  as  the  equipment  can  be 
furnished.  The  company  has  let  a  con- 
tract to  a  Pittsburgh  firm  for  700  tons  of 
steel  rails.  The  electric  road  between 
Duiuth  and  West  Duiuth  will  be  begun 
this  season,  if  street  grading  does  not 
hinder.  Fourth  street  must  also  be 
leveled  before  tracks  can  f)e  laid  on  that 
thorougnfare. 

Director  Hartley,  seen  by  a  Herald  re- 
porter talked  in  an  interesting  vein  to- 
day.   Said  he:

Tlicn  the  horse  cars 
ordered  at  St.  Louis,  must  bechanced.  If  the 
company  could  have  let  its  contracts  In  the 
early  spring,  the  rails  would  have  (iost  si-veral 
thousand  dollars  less  than  at  present,  and  it 
could  have  bad  the  new  plant  In  operation  by 
.lunel,  instead  of  having  its  best  earninir 
season  broken  up  by  tlie  work,  as  will  bo  the 
ca«e.

Sbould  the  company 
attempt  to  do  so,  as  has  been  ordered  the  re- 
sult would  not  onl>  make  the  street  Imnassa- 
blo  for  Uanis.by  reason  of  necessary  cuttltig  of 
trenches  tor  the  upjier  track,  but  if  operated 
and  a  car  should  run  olT  the  track,  as  is  a  daily 
<x-ourrenct\  it  would  likely  rf>ll  down  into  the 
lower  gutter  and  cut  tJie  throats  of  the  uas- 
sengi-rs  with  the  window  glass.

The  Very  Idea. 
London,  May  13.— In  the  house  of 
commons  this  evening  Sir  Roger  Leth- 
bridge  will  submit  his  motion  in  favor 
of  an  amendment  to  the  legal  code  abol- 
ishing actions  for  breach  of  promise  of 
marriage.  Inasmuch  as  several  hoary 
beaded  legislators  have  recently  figured 
in  the  courts  in  cases  of  this  kind,  it  is 
anticipated  that  they  will  evince  a  lively 
sympathy  for  Sir  Roger's  motion.  Not- 
withstanding, however,  that  these  old 
deceivers  sit  on  the  tory  benches,  they 
will  receive  cold  comfort  from  their 
leaders,  as  the  government  will  oppose 
the  motion  on  the  ground  that  it  is  in- 
expedient to  endorse  so  radical  a  doc- 
trine at  the  present  time. 

Celebrating  Kinunclpation. 

WA.sHiNfiTON,  Mav  1.3.— In  accordance 
with  a  decree  issued  by  the  provisional 
government,  a  general  holiday  will  be 
kept  throughout  Brazil  in  commemora- 
tion of  the  abolition  of  slavery  in  that 
republic.  Labor  and  business  of  all 
kinds  is  prohibited.  It  has  already  been 
decided  to  have  an  elaborate  celebration 
in  November  next,  the  first  anniversary 
of  the  overthrow  of  Dom  Pedro.  The 
festivities  will  cover  several  days. 

Sunday  .School  Convention. 

Sprinofiei.d,  111.,  May  13.— The  thir- 
ty-second annual  convention  of  the  State 
Sunday  School  association  opened  in  the 
First  Methodist  church  totlay,  with  a 
very  large  attendance.  The  delegates  to 
the  world's  convention  at  London  last 
year  will  report  and  delegates  will  be 
elected  to  tfie  international  convention 
that  assembles  in  Pittsburgh  next 
month. 

Independent  Chinamen. 

St.  Pei'ersburg,  May  13.— Russia's 
trade  with  China  has  suffered  an  enor- 
mous decrease.  Trade  returns  show  a 
falling  of  of  2,000,000  roubles  in  exixjrts 
and  .'i.OOO.OiX)  roublos  in  imports  in  1889, 
as  compared  with  1888.

way  company.  And  it  stands  oui  city  officials 
in  hand  to  Und  some  other  occupation  than 
Hghtiugand  trying  to  kill  off  the  Chamber  of 
Commerce,  or  somt-  one  else,  and  to  get  down 
to  busluess  an<l  take  hold  of  these  important 
matters  and  deal  with  them  promptly,  intelli- 
genlly  and,  when  the  case  i-eijulres,  vigorously 
Just  think  of  a  city  council  sfieuding  the  valu- 
able time  and  bringing  bulUiozing  attorneys 
here  troin  St.  Paul  to  try  Xju  kill  off  the  Cliani- 
l>er  of  Commerce,  w'en  In  fact  the  Chamber  of 
Commerce  building  alone,  owned  and  built 
almost  entirely  by  members  of  the  Cham- 
ber, is  more  of  an  improvement  and  credit 
to  Duiuth  than  all  tliat  was  ever  done  by 
all  croakers  who  tight  the  Chamber,  to  say 
nothing  of  thousands  expended  by  the  Cham- 
ber ill  other  ways.  The  'Jrlbune  says  the

llelease  of  the  Convicted 
Anarchists. 

Chicago,  May  13.— Preparations  have 
been  made  to  attempt  to  secure  the  re- 
lease of  the  convicted  anarchists,  FHel- 
den,  Schwab  and  Neebe,  by  a  method 
not  heretofore  hinted  at. 

In  a  short  time  an  application  will  be 
made  to  Judge  Gresham  for  a  writ  of 
habeas  corpus  on  the  ground  that  the 
prisoners  are  detained  without  due  pro- 
cess of  law.  No  less  authority  than 
Benjamin  F.  Butler  says  that  the  effect 
will  be  almost  beyond  doubt  successful, 
the  opinion  being  based  on  the  expres- 
sions of  the  United  States  supreme 
court  in  the  proceedings  heretofore 
brought  before  that  body.  "Ben"  Butler 
is  a  regularly-retained  associate  counsel- 
lor in  the  case. 

The  writ  of  habeas  corpus  will  be 
asked  for  on  the  ground  that  after  the 
sentence  of  death  was  passed  upon  the 
condemned  anarchists  and  Neebe  was 
doomed  to  spend  fifteen  years  in  the 
penitentiary,  the  case  was  appealed  to 
the  supreme  court  where  the  finding  of 
the  lower  court  with  the  sentence  of 
death  for  Spies,  Parsons,  Lingg,  Fischer, 
Engle,  Schwab  and  Fielden  was  affirmed. 
The  prisoners  were  not  taken  before  the 
supreme  court  to  hear  this  affirmation  of 
their  sentences,  and  the  lawyers  were 
not  even  notified  to  be  present.  The 
claim  was  made  that  this  was  a  breach 
of  their  constitutional  rights. 

Gen.  Butler  writes  under  date  May  10: 
"After  giving  sufficient  examination  to 
the  record  in  the  case  of  Fielden,  I  have 
come  fully  to  the  conclusion  that  such 
action  is  erroneous  in  that  it  was  an 
attempt  to  take  his  life  without 
due  process  of  law.  I  there- 
fore advise  your  taking  a  writ 
of  error  to  have  such  procedure 
corrected  by  the  supreme  court  of  the 
United  States.  Of  course  the  decisions 
of  these  questions  relieve  any  of  his  fel- 
lows who  are  suffering  from  the  same 
errors,  if  decided  as  I  believe  they  must 
be,  save  the  men  whose  lives  have  been 
taken  without  due  process  of  law."

The  Herald's  local  columns  noted  yes- 
terday the  arrival  of  the  first   shipment 
of  copper  matte,  sent  from  Montana  to 
Wales  for  reduction.     Every  year  large 
quantities  of  this  low  grade  stamped  ore 
aresent  through  this  city  on    the    long 
journey    a    third    the    way    around  the 
gloLn?.     And  for  what?     To    be    treated 
as  other  metals  and  ores  are  treated    for 
reduction.    It  is  claimed    that   the  low 
grade  ores  sent  in  matt©  cannot    be  eco- 
nomically reduced    in  this   countr}'  and 
that  certain    fluxes    necessarj-  have  not 
been  available  here. 

The  building   of   smelters  for    the  re- 
duction of  copper,  silver  and    lead    ores 
at  Duiuth  has  long  been  agitated,  and  it 
IS  safe  to  say  that  but  for   the  rulings  of 
the    treasury  department  in    regard    to 
silver-lead   ores  a  small    emeiter    would 
now  be  in  operation  here  on  ores  from 
the    Thunder    bay  and    Black    bay  dis- 
tricts, mined  in  locations  owned    by  Du- 
iuth citizens.    The  ores  of    those    lodes 
are  peculiarly  fitted  for  fluxing  purposes 
and  it  is  claimed    that  by  their    use  re- 
fractory   ores  may  be   cheaply  reduced. 
There    would  seem    no    excuse  for    the 
shipping  of  ores  abroad    or  even    to  the

In  all  Western  towns  there  is  a  tend- 
ency to  grow — westward — up  stream — 
and  along  where  the  railroads  meet  the 
water  transportation.  In  Duiuth  there 
is  a  slight  deviation  to  this  rule,  for  the 
fine  residence  sites  on  the  lake  shore 
have  drawn  the  residences,  to  a  consid- 
erable extent,  eastward. 

But  in  the  main  the  general  rule  holds 
good,  for  the  business  and  miscellaneous 
growth  has  been  westward  until  The 
Spalding  house,  Palladio,  Chamber  of 
Commerce  and  other  large  buildings 
have  loilged  against  the  rocky  bluff 
which  obstructs  the  westward  growth  of 
Duiuth  much  as  a  drift  lodges  on  the 
upper  side  of  a  snag  when  fioating  down 
stream. 

This,  however,  does  not  bar  the  west- 
ward progress  of  the  city,  as  it  has  broken 
out  in  a  new  place,  and  that  place  is 
West  Duiuth. 

While  "old  Duiuth"  is  crowded,in  to- 
ward the  lake  shore  by  the  steep  hillside 
on  which  it  stands,  West  Duiuth  is  situ- 
ate on  a  nearly  level  plane,  in  width 
from  water's  edge  to  foothill  just  equal 
to  that  on  which  Cincinnati  stands,  t>ut 
much  longer.  Beside,  when  you  get 
further  west  there  is  a  more  easy  ascent 
making  a  reasonably  good  up  hill  grade 
for  streets.

H.  Pope,  as  was  suspected,  or  a  detec- 
tive, as  he  asserted,  there  is  abundant 
interestinj?  readinjr  in  the  explanation  of 
why  he  went  to  Port  Arthur  in  the  mys- 
terious   and    rapid    manner    in    which 
he       did.       Th#      man      is      J.     S. 
Crawford,        and        his        occupation 
that     of      general     traveling     freight 
agent  of  the    Delaware.  Lackawanna  & 
Western  fast  freight  line.     His  business 
takes  him  ail  over  the  United  States  and 
he  is  frequently  absent    from    home  for 
long  periods.     During  one  of  these  trips 
about    three   years    ago    another    man 
visited  his  Chicago  home,  and   displaced 
the  Lares  and    Penates    from    their  ac 
customed  piacea    This  is    said    to  have 
been  one  Fred  Newberry,  and  as  the  in- 
jured husband's  story  goes,  he  captured 
the  wife,  the  household  goods  and  a  sum 
of  money  which  was  deposited    in  bank 
amounting  to  a  little  over  ^1000. 

To  obtain  money  he  got  Mr.  Crawford's 
bank  book,  and  the  erring  wife  is  said  to 
have  shown  him  a  number  of  sigiiatures 
of  her  husband,  and  is  said  to  have 
drawn  a  check  for  the  complete  sum. 
This  done  he  skippe^l  with  the  wife  and 
household  goods,  going  from  place  to 
place,  locating  at  Port  Arthur  about 
two  years  ago.  Here  the  pair  settled 
and  Newberry  became  heavily  inter- 
ested in  mining  properties  and  pros- 
pered. 

Mr.  Crawford  returned  home  and 
found  u  vacant  house  and  a  depleted 
bank  account,  but  no  trace  of  the  fugi- 
tives. Something  like  a  month  ago  he 
heard  from  a  friend  that  his  wife  had 
been  seen  in  Port  Arthur.  An  investi- 
gation proved  the  truth  of  the  report 
and  also  that  Newberry  and  his  para- 
mour were  preparing  to  move. 

Last  Wednesday  Crawford  started  on 
the  round-up  of  the  couple,  and  the  trip 
has  been  given  in  The  Herald  up  to  the 
landing  in  Port  Arthur.  As  soon  as  he 
arrived  there  he  had  three  warrants 
issued  for  the  arrest  of  Newberry,  the 
charges  being  perjury,  forgery  and 
adultery.  Newberry  was  admitted  to 
bail,  and  the  trial  is  taking  place  to-day. 
The  meeting  between  the  wife  and  hus- 
band was  very  affecting,  the  former  be- 
seeching piteously  to  be  taken  beck.  It  j 
ia  not  impossible  that  Crawford  may 
forgive  bis  spouse,  but  he  will  make 
things  hot  for  Newberry,  who  will  prob- 
ably be  convicted  on  every  ch&rge.

Injunction     Probably     to     be    Awked 
Against  The   Dally   News. 

Although  the  contract  for  the  city 
printing  was  awarded  to. The  News  by 
the  council  last  evening,  there  is  apt  to 
be  a  legal  contest  before  the  matter  is 
settled.  The  city  attorney,  in  his  opinion, 
which  was  handed  in  with  the  report  of 
the  auditing  committee,  cites  the  fact 
that  the  whole  matter  hinges  on  the 
question  as  to  what  constitutes  a  daily 
paper,  it  having  been  previously  decided 
that  a  paper  which  did  not  publish  an 
edition  on  each  of  the  six  week  days  wtis 
not  legally  a  daily  paper.  After  reference 
to  the  proposition  of  The  News  to  pub- 
lish the  proceedings  of  the  coun- 
cil according  to  law,  that  is,  to 
publish  a  paper  on  Monday,  the  city  at- 
torney holds  that  tbere  is  no  legal  ob- 
stacle in  the  way  of  awarding  the  con- 
tract to  The  News  on  the  following 
grounds:  In  order  to  be  a  daily  paiier 
editions  must  be  published  on  six  day's 
a  week.  In  the  case  of  E.  G.  Handy 
against  The  Ulobe,  it  was  held  that  since 
the  passage  of  the  penal  code  in  1886,  n 
paper  published  on  Sunday  is  not  illegal, 
and  The  News  conse«|uently  has  been 
publishing  a  daily  paper  for  six  months 
previous  to  the  awarding  of  the  contract. 
The  fact  that  the  paper  will,  in  the  fut- 
ure, publish  an  edition  on  Monday 
strengthens  his  opinion,  and  the  city  at- 
torney has  no  doubt  that  The  News  is 
in  every  way  able  to  fuldl  the  require- 
ments of  the  law  as  regards  a  daily 
paper.

Raeder  A  Coffin  have  completed  plans 
for  MisB  Hardy's  school.  A  more  beau- 
tiful structure  has  not  yet  been  erected 
in  lidluth,  and  backgrounded  against 
the  sky  it  will  present  an  imposing  pic- 
ture t<j  incoming  visitors.

Thw  basement  will  contain  a  museum 
kitcten.  labralory,  etc.  The  first  fioor 
will  \ye  used  for  the  diningroom,  library, 
studio,  assembly  room,  primary  and  reci-' 
tatioa  ro.3m8  and  study.  On  the  second 
floor  will  be  the  sleeping  apartments 
and  parlor,  giving  accommodations  to 
thirty  tioarding  pupils.  The  third  floor 
will  at  tirst  be  devoted  to  the  gymna- 
sium, but  chambers  will  be  partitioned 
off  for  the  use  of  boarders,  as  fast  as 
needed.

Herald.]— There  was    a  meeting    yester- 
liay  afteraoon  of  the    various    interests 
involved  in  the  Iron  Car  company  of  this 
city,  at  whiob  were    present,  besides  the 
creditors  and    officers  of    the  Iron    Car 
company,  a  number  of  repreeentativ«?s  of 
leading  banking  houses,  such   as  Drexel, 
Morgan  &  Co.,  Brown    Bros.  &  Co.,  Ver- 
milye  &  Co.,  Martin  &.   Co.,  and    ex-Uni- 
ted States  Treasurer  Jordan,  president 
of  the  largest  national  bank    in  the  city. 
The  holders  of  the  claims  against  the 
company,  including  its  car  trust   bonds, 
adopted  the  report    of  their    committee, 
rftating  that  the  prospect  for  a  reorgani- 
zation of  the  company  and  the  payment 
of  creditors  in  full  are  encouraging,  and 
recommending    that  further    action    be 
stopped  on  claims  and  that  all  creditors 
act      as     a    body      with      those      who 
have        proposed     a        reorganization. 
Ihis  was   all    agreed    to,   providing  the 
affairs  of  the  company  were  found   to  be 
in  such  condition,  and  its  patents,  rights 
and    business  as    represented,   together 
with  an  affirmation  of  the   books  of  the 
company.      It   was    also    recommended 
that    creditors    give    an     extension    of 
time. 

Today  committees  have  been  examin- 
ing the  books  of  the  Iron  Car  company 
aaU  find  them  bo  far,  as  claimed  by  the 
company's  officers.  The  creditors  will 
all  probably  consent  to  the  short  time 
extesion  wanted  and  it  is  understood 
that  the  new  company  will  have  a  bet- 
ter tinancial  standing  than  ever  before 
The  works  at  Huntington  and  Carlisle 
are  still  closed,  but  will  probably  be 
started  up  within  a  week. 


C'Hiiterbury    Decides    the 
Knuioas  Trial. 
London,  May    14.— The  judgment  of 
the  Archbishop  of    Canterbijry  in  the 
now  famous  trial  of  the  Bishop  of  Lin- 
coln for  ritualistic  practices  will  be  made 
public  on  Friday.     It  has  been"  approved 
by  the  "assessors,"  and  only  awaits  their 
signatures  before  being  rendered.  In  the 
main  it  is  a  decided  victory  for  the  rit- 
ualistic element  in   the  church.      It  de- 
clares that  the  use  of  altar  lights  cannot 
be    tolerated,    but    declines    to    render 
judgment  on  the  question  of  making  the 
sign  of  the  cross  in  the  act  of  dressing, 
or  upon  the  question  of  ablutions.     The 
archbishop  says  that  these  are  purely 
personal  acts  which,  while  not  authorized 
by  the  Book  of  Common  Prayer,  are  at 
the  same  time  not  forbidden.      This  de- 
cision, while    eminently    satisfactory  to 
the  ritualists,  will   raise  a  howl  among 
the  low  church  men,  who  are  year  by  year 
being  more  closely  pressed  by  the  advo- 
cates of  high   ceremonial.      Already  no 
small  number  of    Episcopal  clergymen 
are  privately  bestowing  the  rite  of  ex- 
treme unction,  aud  at  the  present  rate 
of  progress  it   will   be  but  a  few  years 
before  the  service  of  the  English  church 
will  be  practically  indistinguishable  from 
that  of  the  Church  of  Rome.

Among  the  new  company  will  be  num- 
bered such  men  as  C.  C.  Jordan,  the 
banker  who  made  a  paying  in.stitution  of 
the  collapsed  Manning  bank,  and  who  is 
rated  as  the  most  astute  of  New  Vork's 
tinanciere;  Brown  Bros.,  the  great  New 
York  and  London  bankers;  Vermileye, 
the  millionaire  banker:  Poet,  the  mil- 
lionaire; Martin  ±  Co.,  bankers  and 
others.  The  individual  responsibility  of 
the  new  syndicate  is  not  far  from  $50- 
000,000. 

The  Minnesota  Car  company  will  hold 
''"feting  in  a  few  days,  probably  on 
h  riday,  when  President  Anderson  will 
be  present,  and  arrange  a  plan  for  future 
action.  In  the  meanwhile,  the  works 
are  running  as  usual,  and  no  further 
trouble  is  anticipated. 


Uenll»iu»u;  CaiKlidates 
.Strength  in  Kentucky. 
Fr.\nkfort,  Ky.,  May  14.— In  addi- 
tion to  the  names  mentioned  last  night 
and  presented  for  United  States  senator 
in  the  democratic  joint  caucus,  that  of 
Evan  E.  Settle  of  Owen  county  was  put 
forward.  The  gentleman  who  nominated 
him  provoked  roars  of  laughter  by  de- 
scribing him  as  a  "gentleman  from  end 
to  end,"  and  by  saying  that  the  accepted 
senator  should  be  a  poor  man,  as  Mr. 
Settle  was,  as  he  "owned  nothing  but  a 
wife  and  four  children." 

At  8  o'clock  last  evening  the  caucus 
assembled  and  went  into  nomination.

Facilities    for     Collectinir    Hiii- 
torittU  MKteriiil. 

New  Vork,  May  14.—  vdvices  from 
Rome  say  that  extiaordinary  courtesies 
are  being  extended  to  Ilev.  Dr.  Philip 
Schatf,  the  eminent  Presbyterian  'livine 
of  Xew  York,  and  who  is  now  in  the 
Sacred  city  engaged  in  gathering  ma- 
terial for  the  fifth  volume  of  his  "History 
of  the  Christian  Church." 

He  has  been  accorded  the  rare  privi- 
ege  of  free  and  unlimited  access  to  the 
libraries  of  the  Vatican  and  of  the  Ger- 
man arch«ological  institute,  the  national 
hbrarj-  of  King  Victor  Emanuel,  and  to 
the  archives  of  other  institutions. 

It  is  said  that  no  scholar  or  author 
has  ever  before  been  extended  such  un- 
usual facilities  for  gaining  information 
regarding  the  papal  view  of  church  his- 
tory. It  is  said  that  Dr.  Schaff  took 
with  him  to  Rome  a  letter  of  introduc- 
tion to  the  holy  pontifT  from  Cardinal 
Gibbons,  but  this  is  denie<l  by  those  well 
acquainted  with  his  plans  and  move- 
ments. He  will  leave  Rome  for  home 
some  time  in  July. 

VEXED"QUESTIOfrSEfTLED. 

Right    to    Krect    Elevatont     on     Nebraska 

RoadH  EittabliHhtsl. 

Llncoun,  Neb.,  May  U.— The  supreme 
court  has  decided  the  celebrated  Elm- 
wood  elevator  case.  Something  like  a 
year  ago  the  Farmers'  Alliance  at  Elm- 
wood  appealed  to  the  Missouri  Pacific 
for  the  right  to  erect  an  elevator  on  the 
right-of-way  at  that  place  and  was  re- 
fused. 

It  then  carried  the  case  to  the  state 
board  of  transportation,  and  secured  an 
order  on  the  company  to  comply  with 
the  request  The  company  refused  to 
obey,  and  Attorney  General  Luse,  on 
behalf  of  the  board  and  th»  alliance, 
applied  to  the  supreme  court  for  a  writ 
of  mandamus  to  compel  the  railroad 
company  to  respect  the  orders  of  the 
board.  The  court  granted  the  writ,  thus 
susUining  the  action  of  the  lx)ard. 

This  decision  is  regarded  as  an  im- 
portant one,  as  it  settles  the  question  of 
the  power  and  jurisdiction  of  the  board 
of  transportation  over  this  olaae  of  cases. 
It  also  settles  the  right  of  the  people  to 
erect  elevators  at  the  company's  sta- 
tions, and  accorded  equal  shipping 
facilities  with  all  others.  This  was  a 
test  case,  on  which  the  fate  of  fully  a 
dozen  other  cases  in  various  parts  of  the 
state  department  depended. 

Methodijit  Matter*. 

Baltimore,  Md.,  May  14.  -  .\t  a  meet- 
ing cf  the  Methodist  Episcopal  preachers 
yesterday  it  was  reported  that  the 
Methodists  had  built  6000  more  churches 
than  the  Preebyteritus  own  in  the 
country,  7000  more  than  the  Congrega- 
tionalista  and  5000  more  than  the  Roman 
Catholics.  There  are  13t5  applications 
for  churches  not  yet  acted  upon,  asking 
for  loans  and  donations  to  the  amount 
of  166,127.  Additional  receipts  of  §1.*K),- 
705.6»>  are  required  for  work  already  on 
band. 


DonbleH  Its  Offer, 

New  Orlea.ns,  May  14.— The  Louisiana 
lottery  today  offered  the  legislature  ^1,- 
0(X),000  a  year  for  the  extension  of  the 
charter  of  the  company  for  twenty-five 
years.  The  question  monopolizes  pohti- 
ciil  attention,  and  will  occupy  the  time 
of  the  legislature  until  disposed  of.  Tne 
fight  promises  to  be  bitter,  and  with  the 
chances  in  favor  of  the  lottery.  All  the 
city  papers  urge  the  acceptance  of  the 
bid,  but  a  new  journal.  The  Delta,  sup 
ports  the  governor  in  his  opposition. 
( Jovernor  Nichols  strongly  advises  that 
no  privileges  be  granted.  The  governor 
is  very  bitter  in  his  denunciation  of  the 
company. 

Soathern  Convention  ot  Charities. 

Baltimore,  May  14. —Delegates  from 
nearly  every  state  are  to  participate  in 
the  annual  convention  of  Charities  and 
Corrections  which  opens  this  afterufxin. 
Mayor  Davidson  will  welcome  the  dele- 
gates in  behalf  of  the  city  and  Charles 
J  Bonaparte  on  behalf  of  the  various 
charitable  and  educational  societies  of 
Maryland.  The  conference  will  be  pre- 
sided over  by  Dr.  A.  G.  Myers  secretary 
of  the  state  board  of  chanties  of  Ohio. 
It  will  be  in  session  for  one  week  and 
President  Harrison  has  promised  to  take 
part  in  one  day's  proceedings. 
Forest  Fires  Raaing, 

Ashland,  Wia,  May  14— ^Special  to 
The  Herald.J— The  great  forest  tires 
which  have  been  raging  in  northern  Wis- 
consin at  intervals  for  two  weeks  past 
have  been  gaining  ground  the  last  day 
or  two.  The  greatest  loss  has  been  sus- 
tained in  the  vicinity  of  Kingsbridge, 
where  the  summer  lumber  camps,  with 
all  their  contents,  and  a  large  number  of 
buildings  have  been  destroyed.  Thou- 
sands of  acres  of  valuable  timber  have 
been  burned  over,  and  nothing  but  heavy 
rains  will  save  other  timber  tracts. 


London,  May  14.— If  the  Czar  does 
not  take  steps  to  modify  the  workings 
and  effects  of  the  prison  system  in  Sibe- 
ria it  will  not  be  because  the  existing 
evils  are  not  called  to  his  attention  or,  at 
least  to  the  notice  of  his  ministers.  Pri- 
vate letters  and  dispatches  from  St  Pe- 
tersburg state  that  petitions  from  Eng- 
land, America,  Germany,  Prance  and 
other  oonntriee  are  arriving  in  great  pro- 
fusion, with  requests  that  they  be  laid 
before  the  Czar  immediately. 

Forwarding  petitions  to  Russia  is  a 
comparatively  easy  matter,  but  laying 
them  before  the  Czar  is  quite  another 
thing,  and  it  is  extremely  doubtful  that 
he  will  ever  see  a  single  one  of  the  nu- 
merous appeals  to  his  clemency  in  be- 
half of  the  Siberian  exiles,  though  he 
will  doubtless  be  informed  as  to  their 
number,  volume  and  character.  The 
government  officials  still  aver  that  the 
reports  of  cruelty  are  false,  and  if  any-

While  England  has  nothing  to  show  for 
the  millions  of  money  and  oceans  of  blood 
devoted  to  Africa,  the  Germans  are 
making  themselves  masters  of  the  most 
fruitful  portions  of  the  land  at  an  outlay 
positively  insignificant  as  compared  with 
what  England  has  sunk,  and  it  is  not 
surprising  that  a  man  who  has  made 
sacrifices  and  endured  the  hardships 
thai  Stanley  has  in  England's  interest 
should  become  exasperated  at  the  oppo 
sition  and  apathy  displayed  by  those 
who  should  support  him. 

It  is  not  unlikely  that  the  vigorous  re- 
marks of  the  explorer  will  stir  the  gov- 
ernment into  action,  which  to  be  of  any 
advantage  to  England  must  be  soon.

The  reception 
given  to  Stanley  by  the  city  of  London, 
in  Guild  hall  yesterday,  was  the  grand- 
est of  all  the  demonstrations  that  have 
been  made  in  honor  of  the  great  ex- 
plorer since  his  arrival.  The  speeches 
welcoming  Stanley  to  London  and  con- 
ferring upon  him  the  freedom  of  the 
city,  were  of  the  most  eulogistic  char- 
acter. 

The  freedom  of  the  city  was  presented 
in  the  usual  diminutive  casket  and  the 
explorer  was  also  the  recipient  of  a  num- 
ber of  pictures  and  maps  of  Africa  and 
London,  together  with  the  arms  of  Great 
Britain  and  the  United  States. 

Stanley  thanked  his  entertainers  for 
the  honor  conferred  upon  him.  The 
Congo  country  might  have  belonged  to 
England,  he  said,  but  Belgium  is  reap- 
ing the  benefits.  England  might  have 
had  East  Africa,  but  Germany  has  the 
lion's  share  and  cannot  fail  to  win  the 
Congo,  The  Germans,  he  said,  have  a 
monarch  who  is  wide  awake.  Major 
Wissman  never  heard  of  such  things  as 
the  quakerism,  peace  socitties,  enter- 
prise companies  ard  namby-pamby  jour- 
nalism, which  are  clogs  to  England.

Quebec,  May  14— The  Allan  line 
steamer  Parisian,  from  Liverpool,  nar- 
rowly escaped  disaster  off  the  banks  of 
Newfoundland.  A  heavy  fog  prevailed, 
and  the  steamer  was  proceeding  at  the 
rate  of  six  miles  an  hour  when  the  look- 
out sighted  a  hupe  iceberg  forty  yards 
ahead.  The  engines  were  immediately 
reversed,  but  the  steamer  ran  on  a  por- 
tion of  the  berg  to  a  distance  of  aboat 
twelve  feet. 

For  a  time  the  huge  ship  quivered 
from  the  shock,  and  great  excitement 
prevailed  on  board,  a  panic  being  pre- 
vented only  by  the  self-possession  dis- 
played by  the  officers.

A  special,  bearing  Colgate  Uoyt,  presi- 
dent of  the  American  Steel  Barge    com- 
pany a  id  director  of  the  Wisconsin  Cen- 
tral and  the  Northern  Pacific  roads,  ar- 
rived this  morning.    The  train  was  met 
at  the  Union  depot  by  Captain  MoDoug- 
all,    and    the    two  chief  men   connected 
with    tlie    Barge    company  went   into  a 
lengthy  conference.     Nothing  could    be 
gleaned  from  these  gentlemen  regarding 
the    object  of  President  Colgate's  visit, 
only  the  crumb  uf  news  that  he  "is  here 
on  business  connected  with  the   removal 
of  the  yard  to  West  Superior. " 

But  from  various    sources  comes  the 
news  corroborative  of    The  Herald's   re- 
cently  publishetl    information    that  the 
president    is  also  looking  after  the  inter- 
ests of  the  N'ofthern  Pacific  road,  as  con- 
cerns its  contract    with  the    Barge  com- 
pany for    several    McDougall    craft,  the 
particulars  of  which  have  been  published 
in  this  paper.     A  letter  recently  received 
from  New  York    by  a    Duiuth    busioess 
man  was  shown  a  llerald  reporter  today. 
It  reads  substantially  as  follows:    "I  am 
glad  the  McDougall  ■  yard    is  to    b©    re- 
tained at  the  head  of    the    lakes.

Admits  That  it  I*  lo  Hay  the  Baltimure  Jk 
Ohio. 

New  Yoek.  May  14.— John  U.  Inman, 
president  of  the  Richmond  Terminal 
company,  said  that  no  further  progress 
had  been  made  in  the  negotiations  now 
going  on  for  the  purchase  of  the  Balti- 
more J:  Ohio  railroad,  "i»  is  merely  a 
question  of  price  at  present,"  he  declares. 
**We  are  ready  to  buy,  and  they  seem 
ready  to  sell.  Three  years  ago  they 
otfered  us  the  controlling  stock  at  $200  a 
share.  The  matter  came  formally  before 
the  Terminal  directors,  but  they  thought 
that  the  price  was  too  high." 

"Is  it  true  that  they  now  ask  31Tr»  a 
Bha**''" 

"I  cannot  name  the  price  they  now 
put  on  their  holdings,  but  I  rather  think 
It  IS  not  so  large  as  that.  At  the  time 
the  matter  was  presented  to  the  Rich- 
mond Terminal  directors  they  thoujiht 
they  would  not  be  jastifiad  in  paying 
more  than  $100  a  share."

Work  begun  today  on  a  numl)er  of 
large  city  contrMcts,  Keveral  of  them 
being  those  of  Forrestal  Bros.,  and  from 
now  on  the  various  streets  will  be  the 
scene  of  lively  work  and  many  dirt  piles, 
as  well  as  considerable  swearing  on  the 
part  of  teamsters  and  builders.  On 
Michigan  street,  where  the  work  will 
probably  incommode  the  greatest  num- 
ber of  people,  the  hauling  of  curbstone 
and  the  placing  of  gradestakes  begun  to- 
day. It  will  be  pushed  on  as  fast  as 
possible.  There  will  be  a  large  amount 
of  grading  to  be  done  on  the  street, 
especially  for  one  that  has  been  graded, 
ami  several  thousand  yards  of  waste' 
dirt  will  be  taken  to  St.  Croix  avenue. 

.At  the  east  end  of  town  there  is  a  good 
deal  of  work  starting  on  new  contracts. 
A.  H.  Truax  has  just  begun  sewer  work 
oa  Bench  street  preparatory  to  the  re- 
urading  and  paving  that  is  to  be  carried 
on  later  under  a  separate  contract.  This 
work  will  take  all  summer  and  will  make 
Bench  street  impassable  for  sometime. 
On  the  east  contract  of  East  Superior 
street  work  is  beginning,  while  on  the 
continuation  of  last  year's  contract  on 
the  west  part  of  the  same  street  Mc- 
.\rthur  Bros,  have  a  large  force  at  work.

One  of  the  most  imiwrtant  new  works 
IS  the  graveling  of  Michigan  street  from 
the  end  ot  the  paving  to  the  west  city 
limits.  It  will  doubtless  be  done  very 
soon  and  when  done  will  be  the  route 
for  travel  between  the  city  ami  West 
Duiuth.  At  Its  west  End  it  will  con- 
nect with  First  street,  Oueola,  on  which 
the  grading  is  now  well  alontr,  and  tins 
in  turn  connects  at  the  Iron  Bay  works 
with  Fourth  street,  West  Duiuth,  which 
is  to  be  graveled  at  once,  thus  making  a 
straight  road  from  up  town  to  West  Du- 
iuth.

THE    HUDSON    BAY    RAILROAD. 

The  liumluiiin  Govt-rnuieat  Conwnte  to  Aid 

the  Frf^jeet. 

Wix.Nu-hx..  May  14.— Private  telegrams 
from  Ottawa  state  that  the  government 
has  conclude.!  an  arran»{emeut  bv  which 
the  Hudson  Bay  Railway  company  will 
receive  sufficient  aid  this  year  to  enable 
It  to  build  a  track  to  Saskatchewan,  a 
distance  of  225  miles,  as  installment  on 
the  (rentral  scheme.  An  act  to  estend 
the  time  for  the  completion  of  the  road 
to  Hudson  Bay  has  been  prepared  and 
an  order  in  the  council  extending  the 
grant  will  also  be  passed  in  a  few  days. 

Earlier  dispatches  seemed  to  indicate 
that  all  hope  of  aid  to  the  Hudson  Bay 
railway  at  this  session  of  the  Dominion 
parliament  had  departed,  and  tliis  being 
circulated  about  the  city,  caused  a  very 
painful  feeling  of  disappointment  in  all 
all  quaiters.  Fortunately  matters  are 
not  generally  so  black  a.s  they  looked.

Montreal,  May  14.— The  annual  meet- 
ing of  the  Canadian  Pacitic  is  in  prog- 
ress today.  Authority  will  be  voted  to 
the  board  to  issue  bonds  to  the  amount 
of  13,0013,000  for  the  construction  of  the 
Steamships  involved  in  the  subsidy  con- 
tracts between  the  Canadian  and  Bri- 
tish governments,  the  understanding 
being  that  the  bonds  in  question  are  not 
to  be  issued,  but  to  be  at  once  replaced 
by  an  equivalent  of  4  per  cent,  deben 
tur©  stock.

In  all  Western  towns  there  is  a  tend- 
ency to  grow— westward- -up  stream— 
and  along  wiiere  the  railroads  meet  the 
water  transportation.

This  committee  was  not  appointed  to 
consider  the  issue  of  revision  or  non-re- 
vision, but  simply  to  work  upon  the  line 
of  the  manner  in  which  revision  might 
be  accomplished  in  the  event  of  a  ma- 
jority of  the  Presbyteries  declaring  in  its 
favor,  as  well  as  to  prepare  a  set  of  rules 
for  the  use  and  guidance  of  the  general 
assembly  in  discussing  the  revision.

Persons   Guilty    of    Adultery    Cannot 
Reached  hy  South  Dakota  Jnotlce. 

Sioux  Falls,  S.  D.,  May  L").— A  very 
peculiar  case  was  up  for  hearing  before 
Judge  Aikens  of  this  circuit  today.  It 
came  on  a  writ  of  habeas  corpus  in  the 
case  of  the  State  vs.  Ellinor  Seaman, 
who  is  charged  with  adultery.  The  at- 
torney for  Mrs.  Seaman  raised  the  aovel 
point  that  there  was  no  law  for  the 
crime  of  adultery  in  South  Dakota,  and 
gave  as  his  reason,  that  the  penal  code 
of  Dakota  territory,  adopted  in  1887,  de- 
fined adultery  and  provided  punishment 
therefor.  That  on  March  3,  1887,  con- 
gress enacted  a  law  defining  the  crime 
and  providing  for  a  different  punish- 
ment. This  law  was  intended  for  Utah 
but  was  general  in  its  application  and 
applied  to  Dakota  as  well.  The  passage 
of  this  act  necessarily  repealed  the  terri- 
torial statute  on  the  subject. 

Judge  Aikens  considered  the  point 
good  law  and  dismissed  the  defendant. 
His  decision  is  creating  considerable  in- 
terest as  there  are  a  number  of  other 
cases  which  are  affected  by  it.

A  Well-Kuowu  New  Yorker  Killed  by  a 
Young  BusineHH  Man. 
New  York.  May  15.— .\  tragedy  oc- 
curred in  Wall  street  this  morning  when 
young  Alphonse  J.  Stephanie  shot  and 
mortally  wounded  Liiwyer  Clinton  G. 
Iteynolds.  The  murderer  was  but  five 
hours  in  the  city,  having  only  arrived 
from  Liverpool.  The  cause  of  the  shoot- 
ing is  as  follows:  Stephanie  was  in  the 
fruit  importing  business  in  this  city,  but 
was  turning  it  into  cash  and  he  real- 
idze  about  $50,000  and  placed  it 
with  a  Broadway  safe  deposit  company.

A 
clerk  knocked  Stephanie  down  and  held 
him  on  the  fioor  until  a  policeman  ar- 
rested him.

— So  many  complaints 
are  being  made  by  Grand  Army  men 
over  the  action  of  the  committee  of  ar- 
rangements in  fixing  the  price  for  horses 
to  be  used  in  the  grand  parade  at  $7, 
that  it  is  probable  that  the  matter  will 
be  reconsidered.  At  St.  Louis  the  fig. 
ure  was  12.50.  at  Columbus  $2,  and  at 
Milwaukee  last  year  $5.  The  Wisconsin 
veterans  started  the  kick.  Quite  a  num- 
ber of  post  commanders  from  different 
states  have  been  here  during  the  past 
few  weeks  engaging  quarters  for  their 
contingents,  and  the  national  encamp- 
ment promisee  to  be  a  success  in  every 
particular. 


Talk  in  Europe. 

London,  May  15.  -The  threatened 
promulgation  by  the  Pope  of  the  dogma 
that  the  temporal  power  of  the  pon- 
tiff, of  which  the  church  was  deprived 
by  the  advent  of  Victor  Emanuel  into 
Rome  in  1871,  is  essential  to  the  com- 
plete majesty  of  the  vice  regent  of 
Christ  on  earth  is  the  theme  of  general 
discussion  in  Catholic  circles  on  the  con- 
tinent. 

The  decision  of  sixty-six  of  the  hun- 
dred bishops  whose  views  of  the  matter 
was  solicited  by  the  Pope,  that  the  pres- 
ent time  is  inopportune  for  the  declara- 
tion of  this  principle,  evinces  a  positive 
swerving  of  popular  opinion,  for  it  is  not 
to  be  presumed  that  these  prelates  have 
all,  or  even  a  considerable  minority  of 
them,  gone  contrary  to  the  known  ten- 
dencies of  their  flocks.  The  fact  that 
the  Italian  bishops  opposed  the  promul- 
gation of  the  dogma  is  not  to  be  taken 
as  evidence  of  their  belief  that  the  occu- 
pant of  the  chair  of  St.  Peters  should 
not  be  a  temporal  as  well  as  a  spiritual 
sovereign.  The  clergy  of  Italy  are  placed 
in  a  position  of  such  peculiar  delicacy 
with  regard  to  expression  of  opinion  on 
matters  touching  the  relations  of  the 
church  and  the  state  that  no  positive 
declaration  of  approval  could  be  expected 
from  them  while  the  laity  have  long 
since  fallen  into  a  state  of  apathy  as  re- 
gards both  Pope  and  king,  owing  to  the 
unchanging  condition  of  the  ant^onism 
b<»tween  the  Vatican  and  the  quirinal, 
which  the  lapse  of  twenty  years  has  not 
sufficed  to  mollify. 

The  church  party  in  the  Italian  par- 
liament is  slowly  increasing  in  strength, 
andtothii  extent  it  maybe  said  that 
the  popular  feeling  in  favor  of  the  res- 
toration of  the  papal  kingdom  has 
grown,  but  it  must  not  be  assumed  that 
because  the  pteople  are  not  enthusiasti- 
cally on  the  side  of  the  church,  that  they 
are  earnestly  supporting  the  position. 
They  have  simply  lost  all  interest  in  the 
matter  because  of  the  quiescence  of  the 
two  opposing  powers,  and  neither  one  in 
the  peculiar  condition  of  things  can 
claim  the  approval  of  the  populace  in 
its  course. 

Therefore  nothing  short  of  overt  hoe- 
tilitios  between  the  Vatican  and  the 
government  can  arouse  the  people  to 
interest  in  the  question  whether  the 
pope  shall  also  be  a  king,  or  whether  he 
shall  remain  as  he  is.  The  greatest 
number  of  favorable  replies  to  the  Pope's 
circular  from  any  one  country  came 
from  Austria,  where  the  sentiment  in 
favor  of  the  temporal  sovereignty  of  the 
church  is  strong,  and  Portugal  furnished 
the  next  highest,  the  rest  being  divided 
in  Germany,  Prance  and  Spain, 

Twenty-81x  Miners   Entombed. 

WiLKESBARRE,  Pa.,  May  15.— An  ex- 
tensive cave-in  occurred  today  in  No.  6 
mine,  operated  by  the  Lehigh  &  Wilkes- 
barre  coal  company.  Twenty-six  min- 
ers are  entombed  and  have  as  yet  no 
way  of  escape.  Many  houses  in  the 
vicinity  of  the  accident  are  reported  to 
be  in  a  toppling  condition. 


Brought     by    the   State   of  Mlaaonii 
Against  Fraudulent  Voters. 

St.  Louls,'  May  15.— A  suit  was  begun 
in  the  circuit  court  today  which,  being 
the  first  of  its  kind  ever  brought  in  this 
country,  will  attract  considerable  atten- 
tion. It  is  instituted  by  Attorney 
General  Miller,  and  is  to  annul  the  record 
of  the  naturalization  of  Fred.  F.  Norsch, 
on  the  ground  that  the  certificate  was 
fraudulently  obtained,  and  that,  there- 
fore, Norsch  is  still  an  alien. 

Norsch  is  one  of  the  several  hundred 
foreigners  who  are  alleged  to  have  been 
fraudulently  naturalized  here  previous 
to  the  election  two  years  ago,  the  papers 
having  been  secured  by  false  evidence. 
Several  of  these  persons  have  been  con- 
victed of  giving  false  testimony,  but 
that  does  not  disturb  the  status  of  the 
men  who  received  the  papers,  and  so 
long  as  the  record  of  the  issuance  of 
these  certificates  exist  in  the  court,  the 
holders  of  them  can  claim  citizenship. 
It  is  to  render  these  records  void  that 
suit  is  brought.  If  this  suit  is  success- 
ful others  will  be  entered,  until  the 
records  of  all  fraudulent  certificates  are 
obliterated. 

Lucky  Marine  Accident. 

New  York,  May  15.— About  6:30 
o'clock  this  morning  the  steamer  State 
of  Cieorgia  of  the  state  line,  while  put- 
ting out  to  sea,  collided  with  the  ferry- 
boat Pacific  of  the  Atlantic  ferry,  oppo- 
site the  South  Ferry  slip  in  the  East 
river.  The  ferryboat  was  loaded  with 
South  Brooklyn  passengers  who  were  all 
badly  frightened,  but  no  person  was  in- 
jurjd.  The  Georgia  crashed  through 
the  guide  and  into  the  cabin  of  the  ferry- 
boat on  the  starboard  side,  damaging 
the  Pacific  about  $1000.  Several  ladies 
fainted,  and  it  was  a  miracle  that  no- 
body was  hurt.  The  Pacific  was  laid  up 
for  repairs,  but  the  Georgia  put  out  to 
sea. 

He  Surprises  Thein. 

BRc.ssEi.s,Mayl5.— The  Independence 
Beige  says  that  at  the  last  meeting  of 
the  anti-slavery  conference,  now  in  ses- 
sion in  this  city,  Mr.  Terrell,  the  United 
States  minister,  objected  to  the  proposal 
made  by  Baron  Lambermont,  Belgian 
minister  of  state,  to  levy  duties  on  im- 
ports into  the  Congo  basin.  Mr.  Terrell 
urged  in  support  of  his  objection  that 
the  anti-slavery  conference  was  not 
qualified  to  revise  the  decisions  of  the 
body  in  conference.  The  other  dele- 
gates to  the  conference,  The  Independ- 
ence Beige  says,  are  surprised  at  the 
objection  raised  by  Mr.  Terrell.

An  attempt  has  been  made  to  equal 
the  corn  rates  from  Duluth  to  the  sea- 
board—the  effect  of  whi«h  on  Chicago 
grain  men  and  shippers  has  been  re- 
ferred to  already  in  the  editorial  col- 
umns of  The  Herald— by  Chicago  lines. 
The  Central  Vermont  has  cut  its  rates 
from  that  city  to  the  seaboard  via  Og- 
decsburg  to  nine  cents  a  bushel  and  the 
New  Y'ork  lines  are  down  to  nine  and  a 
half  cents.  The  flour  rate  is  to  be  cut 
to  tifteen  cents  to  meet  Duluth  compe- 
tition. Altogether  the  grain  dealers 
and  carrying  lines  that  center  at  Chi- 
cago are  in  a  bad  way.

WILL  SOLVE  A  VEXiO  QJESTION. 

-\n  important  step  has  been  taken  by 
the  Master  Builders  exchange  of  Phila 
delphia    in   the   establishment   of    me- 
chanical trade  schools,  the  first  session 
of   which  will   open  in    September.    In 
these  schools  evening  instruction  will  be 
given  in    carpentry,  bricklaying,  plaster- 
ing,   etonecutting,    blacksmith's    work, 
painting  and  plumbing.    The  plan  con- 
templates that  the    schools  shall  not   be 
upon    a   charitable    basis,  and,  on    the 
other   hand,  that    they  shall    not    be  a 
source  of  p.-ofit    The  fees  charged    are 
designed    to  cover    the    actual    cost    of 
tuition.    Thus,    for   a   season    of    nine 
months,  three   evenings   per   week,  the 
charge  is  to  be  $18.    Two  of   the    three 
evenings  are  to  be  devoted  to  actual  ex- 
ercise in  work  and  the  third  evening  to 
■cientitlc    instruction  in    the    principles 
of    the    trade,     or    to    drawing.      The 
design      is     not     only     to    teach   the 
PH'ils  how    work     should     be     done 
but.     to      have      the     graduates,      ac- 
quire    skill     and     speed     by     actual 
work.    The  general  plan  is  modeled  after 
the  schools  established  by  Colonel  Auch- 
muty   in   X&w    York.    Such  schools  as 
these  are  a  practical  movement    in   the 
right    direction.    The  decay  of  the  ap- 
prentice   system,    and    the  artificial  re- 
Btriclions    placed    by  the   trade    unions 
upon  the  opportunities  afforded  boys  for 
learning  a  trade  have  greatly  curUiled 
the  chances  of  American  youth   for    be- 
coming   skiiied    workmen,  and  fills    the 
ranks  of  the  doctors,  lawyers  and  preach- 
ers   with    men  who  can  never  be  more 
than    mediocre,    while  they  might    win 
Buecees  and  competence  as  wage  earners 
in    other  and   fully  as  honest   lines  of 
trade.

To   Eastern    people   the    growth    in 
wealth  and    population    of   the    Great 
West  has  been  a  marvel  and  few  who 
have  not    beheld   its  greatness,  can  be- 
lieve one-half  of  the  actual  facts.

Or  What  Would  be  a  Crop  If  There 
BtoUtare  Enough. 
"There  will  not  be  50  per  cent  of  a 
crop  in  South  Dakota  this  year,  unless 
all  conditions  change  wonderfully  in  the 
next  week  or  two,"  said  a  wheat  buyer 
from  Westport,  S.  D.,  this  morning. 

"The  acreage  is  about  the  same  as  last 
year  all  through  trie  state.  Considerable 
breaking  was  done  last  fall,  and 
the  counties  north  of  Huron  have 
bonded  themselves  to  give  the  farmers 
seed;  I  have  sold  a  large  amount  of  seed 
myself,'  continued  Mr.  J.  F.  Geeelin," 
but  in  many  cases  it  would  be  better  if 
still  in  the  bina  When  sowed  with 
drills  it  has  in  many  cases  sprouted,  but 
where  put  in  broadcast  it  still  lies  un- 
germinated.  High  winds  have  blown 
the  dust  out  and  left  the  grain  on  the 
surface.  Last  year  in  the  vicinity  of  West- 
port  we  had  only  about  an  average  of 
one  and  a  half  bushels  to  the  acre  and  it 
didn't  grow  more  than  six  inches  out  of 
of  the  ground. 

"What  will  our  people  do  in  South 
Dakota  this  year?  Well,  if  there  isn't  a 
better  outlook  soon  about  two-thirds  of 
them  will  be  forced  to  leave  Dakota  for 
a  year.

Baltimore,  Md.,  May  l(>-{Special   to 
The  Hetald-J— A  very  important  BesBion 
of    the    Duluth    &    Winnipeg    and  the 
North  Star    Construction   company  was 
held  here    this    mominR.      The  eeesion 
begun  yeeterday  and  has  been  continued 
and  will  be  concluded   this  evening.    At 
this  aeesion  the  directors    of    the    com- 
panies ratified  and  approved  the  action 
of  Meeera.  Baker  of  Baltimore,  Munger 
of  Duluth  and  Fisher  of  St.  Paul,  taken 
last  week  in  Duluth  in    reference  to  ter- 
minal  facilities,    yards,    coal    and    iron 
docks,  etc. 

The  oflfer  of    the    West  Duluth  Land 
company,  a  concern    doing    business    in 
Duluth  and  owning  a   great  amount  of 
property    at  and    near  Grassy  Point,    a 
mile  or  two  from  the    city  limits  of  that 
city,  consisted  of  sixty  acres  of  land,  all 
low,  and  about  eight  acres  of  water,  for 
the  sum    of   r25,000,  on    conditioa    also 
that  the    Duluth   &   Winnipeg    railway 
would  improve  the  property   by  the  con- 
struction of  yards    and  tracks    and  the 
erection  of  extensive  ore,    coal  and  mer- 
chandise docks  thereon. 

This  offer  was  made  the  Duluth  A 
Winnipeg  company  some  time   ago,  the 
land  was  looked  over    and   virtually   ac- 
cepted by  President   Baker  on  his  visit 
in  Duluth  last  week.     It  is  now  formally 
accepted  and  deeds  are  to  pass  at  once. 
The  land  in  question  is  a  strip  running 
lengthwise  of  Grassy  Point,  from   a   bay 
at  its  landward  end  just  southeast  of  the 
works  or  the  Duluth  Iron  &    Steel  com- 
pany and   parallel   with  the  direction  of 
thepointtoitsend  at  the  government 
channel  of  the  river.     It  is  fully  shown 
by    large    and    complete  maps  in  the  of- 
fices of  the  construction  company  there 
It  is  5200  feet,  or  a  mile  long,  on  the  low 
land  of  Grassy  Point,  and  extends  beyond 
I  it  about  600  feet  to  the  deep  channel  of 
the  St.  Louis  river.     It  is  fiOO    feet  wide, 
thus  giving  sixty  acres  of  low  land,  and  a 
square  of  GOO  feet  of  water  privilege  for 
dock  purposes.    The  entire  strip    is  in 
about    the    center,    lengthwise    of    the 
point,  and  it  lies  almost  due  southeast. 

It  is  intended  by  the  company,  so  it  is 
stated  here  today* to  improve  this  prop- 
erty at  once,  though  perhaps  not  all  of  it 
wUl  be  used  for  a  long  time.    Plans  are 
already  made  for  extensive  yards  and 
terminal  tracks  on  the  low  land,  which 
will  be  graded  up  a  few  feet  and  reached 
by  an  easy  grade  from  the  high  land  by 
way  of  the  front  of  the  Iron  &  Steel  com- 
pany's plant,  where  slight  gravity  tracks 
will  allow  cars  to  be  handled  into  the 
yards  at  a  minimum  of  cost.     When  the 
entire  property  is  improved  there  will  be 
yard  room  for  between  5.500  and  6,000 
cars  on  diagonals,  besides  main  and  other 
tracks.    At  the  north   side  of  the  yard 
will  be    built    elevated   tracks   running 
from    the    upland    to    the    ore    docks. 
These  ore  docks  are  already  planned  and 
will  be  on  the  northerly  side  of  the  water 
front        They      will       be      60(.)     feet 
long  and  double,  to  discharge  ore  on  both 
sides  into  the  holds  of  vessels.     Because 
of  the  great  height  of  empty  vessels  the 
tracks  on  the  dock  will  be  50  feet  from 
the  water.    Arrangements    are    already 
made  with  the  West  Duluth  Land  com- 
pany whereby  the  railroad  company  and 
the  land  company  join   in  dredging  the 
Blip  on  the  north  side  the  ore  docka 

At  the  south  side  the  ore    docks    will 
be  another  slip  dredged  to  the  low  land, 
and  between  this  and  the  southerly  side 
the   property    will    be   a  large  coal  and 
merchandise  dock.    Another  slip,  on  the 
south  side  will  be  jointly    built    by    the 
two  companies.    AU  this  will  give  about 
3000  feet  of  dock  frontage.    Government 
charts,  in  the  possession  of  the  company 
here,    show    that    there    is    deep  water 
along  the  front  of  this  property  and  that 
4t    will    be    easy    to  dredge  the  needed 
sUpe.    It  is  also  stated  that  only    a    few 
months  dredging  is  needed    to    make  a 
good  passage  for  veesels  from  the    lower 
harbor  at  Duluth  to  the  point,  and    it  is 
claimed  that  another  railroad    company 
is  now  doing  part  of  this  dredging  under 
orders  from  the    government    and    that 
the  new  river  and  harbor    bill  appropri- 
ates money  enough  for   the    rest.      The 
company  claims  that  it  will   have    when 
the   contemplated    improvements     are 
made,  as  fine  terminal  property    as    any 
railroad  company  in  the  West  and  ample 
for  its  needs  for  a  long  time  to  come.    If 
more  should  be  needed  it  can    easily   be 
had  by  running  out  slips  at  right  angles 
to  the  strip  now  bought.

The  Continued  Exodus  from  Iceland  Leav- 

Ins  the  iHland  a  Waste. 

Ottawa,  Ont.,  May  16.— The  abandon- 
ment of  Iceland  by  its  inhabitants  is 
one  of  the  most  interesting  episodes  in 
the  shifting  of  population  that  the  world 
has  ever  known.  There  is  a  little  country 
that  nas  a  civilization,  a  literature  and  a 
historj-  of  Its  own,  and  yet  its  people  find 
the  conditions  of  life  so  severe  that  they 
are  turning  their  backs  upon  it  all  and 
seeking  new  homes. 

Thousands  of  Icelanders  have  come  to 
this  country  during  the  last  few  years, 
and  the  hegira  continues  in  such  pro- 
portions that  it  is  estimated  that  fully 
-u.uuo  people,  or  one-quarter  of  the 
entire  population,  will  emigrate  this 
year. 

Homes  are  found  principally  in  the 
agricultural  regions  of  the  Canadian 
Northwest,  and  there  the  Icelanders  will 
be  merged  in  an  entirely  new  civiliza- 
tion, while  the  old  Icelandic  nation  be- 
comes merely  a  tradition  of  the  past

Bank  Robber    Douglass,  From 

Stillwater,  Caught  In 

Duluth. 


Recognized,     Though     Several 

Sizes     Larger    And 

Changed. 


An  important  arrest,  none  lees  than 
that  of  Fre<l  Douglass,  the  Minneapolis 
bank  robber,  who  made  a  clever  eecape 
from  Stillwater  last  Monday,  was  made 
this  morning  by  Railroad  Detective  De 
Corsey. 

Douglass,  in  company  with  a  young 
fellow  named  Henry,  ma<lo  a  daring  and 
almost  successful  attempt  to  rob  the 
State  bank  of  Minneapolis  about  a  year 
ago,  and  although  both  are  young  they 
are  desperate  criminals.  They  entered 
the  bank  about  noon  and  after  holding; 
up  the  cashier  and  several 
other  people  in  the  bank,  n:ade  away 
with  a  bundle  of  bills  amounting  to 
about  ei200.  Sheriff  Ege,  however,  hap- 
pened to  be  near  and  be  gave  chase,  cap- 
turing the  two  would-be  robbers  within 
a  short  distance  of  the  bank. 

The  escape  of    Douglass    from    Still- 
water was  as  desperate  as  the  attempted 
robbery.    When  a  gang  of  convicts    was 
being  taken  from    dinner  to    the    work- 
shop, Dougla-8  lagged  behind  and   man- 
aged to  make  his  escape  to  the   machine 
shop  where  he  stole  some  clothes    from 
the  locker  of  one  of    the    dav    men  em- 
ployed by  the    thresher    companv.     He 
then  managed  to  elude  observation  and 
scaled  the  wall  at    one  of    the    gates  al- 
most in  sight    of    two  guards.    \o  one 
happened  to  be  passing  on    the    outside 
at  the  time  and  the  escape  was  not    no- 
ticed.   The  same  day,  last  Monday,  the 
tollowing     telegram    was    received    by 
Chief  Mcijuade:

DUigent  search  was  made  in  Duluth, 
but  no  trace  could  be  found. 

A  large  share  of  cre.3it  for  the  capture 
w  due  to  Conductor  £d  Walsh  of  the  St 
Paul  A;  Duluth.    Douglass  got    on    the 
night  Duluth  train  in    Minneapolis   last 
evening  and  was  on  the  rear  platform  of 
the   sleeper    when    the    porter     called 
WaJsh  s  attention  to  the  man.    He  went 
out    and    asked    him    for    his  fare  and 
Douglass    paid  as    far    as    White  Bear. 
After    the    train    left    the    latter  place 
Douglass  came  in  and  was  Hssigned  to  a 
berth.    A    few    minutes    later  the  con- 
ductor   saw    Douglass    standing  at  the 
mirror  adjusting  a  false  mustache,    and 
this  aroused  his   suspicion.    He    deter- 
mined   to    report    the   matter  upon  the 
arrival    of    the    train    in    Duluth.    but 
Douglass  managetl  to  jump  the  train  at 
West  Duluth. 

Detective  De  Corse/,  when  the  matter 
was  reported  to  him.  immediately  went 
to  West  Superior,  but  he  could  Hud  no 
man  answering  the  description  and  re- 
turned to  Duluth  at  8  o'clock.    About  9 
o'clock  Douglass  was  seen  on  the  North- 
ern Pacitic  docks.     When   the  detective 
came   up  to    Douglass  he    was  leaning 
Sffamat    the  warehouse  with    his   right 
hand  m  his  hip  pocket.    The  detective 
told  him  that  he  wanted  him;  and  Doug- 
lass asked  on  what  charije. 

"Never  mind,"  replied  D©  Corsev.  "I'll 
just  take  you  on  suspicion." 

At  this  Douglass  -vhipped  out  a  32- 
calibre  bull-dog  and  shoved  it  full  in  the 
detective's  mouth.  The  latter  ducked 
and  a  boat  captain  who  was  standing  by 
grabbed  Douglass'  pistol  arm,  and  after 
a  desperate  struggle  he  was  adorned 
with  a  pair  of  "darbys"  and  taken  to  the 
city  jail. 

When  searched  it  was  found  that  he 
had  padded  himself  considerably,  which 
altered  his  appearance  to  a  great  extent. 
In  his  pocket  wiis  found  the  false  mous- 
tache and  a  small  sum  of  money.  The 
first  man  to  identify  Douglass  was  Re- 
porter Genuog  of  The  Herald,  who  was 
on  The  Minneapolis  Tribune  at  the  time 
of  the  arrest.  He  was  also  identified  by 
H.  H.  Harvey,  and  later  Douglass  prac- 
tically confessed  that  he  was  the  escaped 
convict.  He  is  a  most  desperate  ifellow, 
and  Detective  De  Corsey  deserves  great 
credit  for  his  capture.  The  prison 
authorities  have  been  notified  and  an 
officer  will  arrive  in  the  city  this  evenins 
•fter  him.  "

Washington,  May  17.— The  ways  and 
means  committee  this  morning  gave  a 
brief  hearing  to  the  spirit  vinegar  men 
who  submitted  the  draft  of  a  modifica- 
tion of  the  existing  law  approved  by  the 
commissioner  of  internal  revenue  which 
imposes  a  light  tax  on  the  spirits  used  in 
vinegar  making,  with  a  view  to  guarding 
against  illicit  distilling.  The  committee 
has,  as  yet,  taken  no  action  in  the  mat- 
ter. 

Heavy  pressure  is  being  brought  to 
bear  by  individual  members  to  secure 
modifications  of  schedules  in  the  bill. 
The  hosiery  men,  through  Representative 
Harmer,  are  trying  to  have  some  changes 
made  in  the  language  of  the  hosiery  sec- 
tions. Massachusetts  granite  people  are 
seeking  an  additional  degree  of  protec 
tion  and  the  kid  t^love  importers  and  lead 
ore  refining  interests  are  still  working  to 
secure  relief. 

But  perhaps  the  greatest  pressure  is 
being  brought  to  bear  by  the  conflicting 
sugar  interests.  Representative  Mo- 
Kenna  has  announced  that  he  will  sub- 
mit a  proposition  looking  to  a  cut  of  33 
per  cent  in  the  sugar  duties,  restoring 
the  dividing  line  from  No.  16  to  No  13 
duties  standard.  The  California  sugar 
men  will  accept  this  heavy  cut  rather 
than  have  the  bounty  plan  adopted,  and 
recruits  are  expected  from  the  southern 
states.  Meanwhile,  some  of  the  western 
representatives  are  preparing  to  lead  a 
crusade  in  favor  of  free  sugar,  so  that 
the  ways  and  means  committee  may 
have  to  face  another  revolt  next  week 


STRAUSS'  ORCHESTRA  ARRIVES. 
>'o  Offlalal  ObJecUon  to  the  Landing  of  Any 
of  lis  Meinbt-ra. 
Nnw  York,  May  17.— Edward  Strauss 
and  his  orchestra  from  Vienna  arrived 
here  yesterday  ou  the  VVerra  of  the 
North  German  Lloyd  line.  They  were 
welcomed  at  Quarantine  by  a  party  of 
professional  and  other  friends,  who  went 
down  on  the  Laura  M.  Starin  to  meet 
them,  and  came  back  with  them  to  the 
steamship's  pier  at  Hoboken. 

Contract  Lat)or  Inspector  Conklin 
boarded  the  vessel  before  the  musicians 
left  her,  and,  after  conversing  with  Herr 
Strauss,  returned  to  the  barge  office  and 
made  his  report  to  Chief  Inspector  Mul- 
holland,  who  forwarded  it  to  the  collec- 
tor.

SAKATO«iA,  \.  Y..  May  17.— .\t  the 
morning  session  of  the  Presbyterian 
general  assembly,  after  devotional  ex- 
ercises led  by  the  moderator,  and  the 
reading  of  the  report  of  the  committee 
on  bills  and  overtures,  the  greetings  of 
the  assembly  were  sent  to  the  assemblies 
of  the  Southern  Presbyterians,  the  Cum- 
berland Presbyterians  and  the  United 
Presbyterians. 

J.  T.  Smith,  D.  D.  reported  for  the 
committee  on  the  revision  of  the  text  of 
the  confession  of  faith  and  catechisms, 
that  they  had  completed  their  work  on 
the  confession  and  asked  to  be  con- 
tinued for  that  on  the  catechism,  which  I 
was  granted. 

The  board  of  relief  for  disabled  minis- 
ters and  the  widows  and  orphans  of  de- 
ceased ministers,  presented  its  thirtv- 
fafth  annual  report.  The  number  of 
beneficiaries  on  the  roll  is  624;  241  minis- 
ters, 358  widows  and  24  orphan  fami- 
lies with  one  widow  of  a  medical  mis- 
sionary. At  the  Ministers  Home  at 
Perth  Amboy,  N.  J.,  eighteen  families 
were  cared  for  making  a  total  of  642 
families,  27  more  than  last  year.

deliberate  argument  and  "consideration. 
.\s    you    will    have      noticed,     the   su 
preme  court  is  to  hear  formal  argument 
on  the  19th  for  a    writ    of  error    to  the 
court   of  appeals.    If    this    application 
should  be  denied  there  is  nothing  in  the 
way  of  vacating  the  writ  of  habeas  cor- 
pus immediately.    In  short,  the  writ  was 
granted  so  that  it    might    operate    as  a 
temporary   stay   to   allow  a  man  under 
sentence  of  death  a  chance  to  be  heard 
by  the  court  of  last  resort.     Whatever  I 
may  have  thought  as  to  the   gravity   of 
the  questions  raised,  I  knew  that   I   was 
not  infallible  and  was  unwilling  to  per- 
mit a  man  to  lose  his  life  by  a   possible 


London,  May  17.— The  Universal  Re- 
view  of  London,  publishes  an  address  to 
the  Czar  remonstrating  against  the  out- 
rages upon  Russian  exiles  in  Siberia. 
The  remonstrance  is  signed  by  2;>4  per- 
sons, including  members  of  the  house  of 
lords  and  house  of  commons,  literatures, 
artists  and  other  persous  of  distinction! 
Une  hundred  and  eighty-five  of  the 
signers  of  the  remonstrance  are  also  in 
■  avor  of  sending  a  communication  to  the 
government  suggesting  the  propriety  of 
ite  addressing  the  Czar's  government 
through  the  usual  diplomatic  channels 
on  the  subject  of  the  outrage. 

Mr.  Gladstone  has  written  a  letter  in 
connection  with  this  matter,  in  which  he 
aays  that  the  government  of  Russia 
would  be  justified  in  returning  any  note 
sent  to  it  in  regard  to  the  treatment  of 
the  exiles,  with  a  communication  calling 
the  attention  of  the  British  government 
to  the  "brutal  slaughter  of  Irish  people" 
at  Mitchellstown  some  time  ago. 

Horrible  scenes  are  reported  during 
the  burning  at  Tomsk,  the  capital  of 
vyestern  Siberia.  The  place  was  visited 
simultaneously  by  a  conflagration  and  a 
cyclone,  the  result  of  the  combined  dis- 
asters completely  destroying  over  half  of 
the  buildings,  which  were  of  wood,  and 
killing  many  people.  The  cathedral, 
situated  in  the  high  town,  is  in  ashes, 
and  the  walls  of  the  edifice,  in  falling, 
crushed  in  an  adjacent  hospital,  buryiug 
the  inmates,  who  were  subsequently 
roasted  alive.  The  garrison  brutally  re- 
fused to  render  the  least  assistance  in 
saving  lives  and  property  on  the  plea 
that  they  had  enough  to  do  to  protect 
the  barracks  and  other  government 
buildings.  They  also  added  that  they 
had  no  time  to  assist  "worthless  ex- 
iles." 

In  strong  contrast  to  this  action  of  the 
troops  was  that  of  the  worthy  bishop  and 
his  assistant  priests.  Marching  through 
the  burning  city  at  the  head  of  a  pro- 
cession, with  banners  and  other  sacred 
emblems  he  stopped  at  frequent  inter- 
vals to  give  absolution  to  the  dying  and 
to  bless  the  dead,  and  never  was  the  con- 
solation carried  by  these  sacred  rites 
more  greatly  needed  than  by  the  panic- 
stricken  mob  of  sufferers  who  huddled 
together  in  the  streets  and  firm- 
ly lieheving  that  the  end  of  the  world 
had  come,  abandoned  themselves  to  stolid 
despair. 

The  storm  was  followed  by  a  sudden 
fall  in  the  temperature  and  soon  the  city 
was  buried  beneath  a  mantle  of  snow, 
that  added  stinging  cold  to  the  suffer- 
ings.

MORMON  CONVERTS. 
Arrival  of  an  Adv.*uc,-  Guard  of  an  Army 
of  Twelve  Hundr«<i. 
New  York,  May  17.— The  advance 
guard  of  a  little  army  of  1200  converts  to 
Mormonism  here  this  year  on  steamships 
of  the  Guion  Line  arrived  today  on  the 
Wyoming.  It  consisted  of  140  Swedes 
and  Danes,  about  half  of  whom  are 
women.  They  were  in  charge  of  Mis- 
sionary Adolph  Anderson  and  four 
Mormon  Elders.  Labor  Inspector  Mal- 
holland  questioned  the  missionary  to 
find  out  whether  or  not  his  converts 
might  not  be  prevented  from  landing 
under  the  contract  labor  law.  The  mis- 
sionary admitted  that  the  party  had 
been  assured  that  they  would  find  em- 
ployment, but  this  employment  was  not 
actually  awaiting  them.  Their  relatives 
and  friends,  he  said,  had  guaranteed  to 
give  them  work. 

They  were  permitted  to  land,  and  took 
a  steamer  to  Norfolk,  whence  they  will  go 
West.  Inspector  Mulholland,  who  was 
in  L'tah  last  fall,  looking  into  the  subject 
of  Mormon  immigration,  thinks  that 
there  is  little  doubt  that  neariy  all  of 
the  Mormon  immigrants  enter  into  a 
verbal  contract  with  the  missionary,  who 
promises  them  employment  in  the  New 
World.

Hell    Hole  PuriBed    by  Fire 
This  .Vornins. 

Sioux  City,  May  17.— Covington,  the 
saloon  town  across  the  river  about  which 
BO  much  has  been  written,  was  entirely 
consumed  by  fire  this  morning.  Last 
January  all  the  buildings  on  the  west 
side  of  the  only  street  were  burned  and 
today's  blaze  took  all  those  on  the  east 
side.

The 
loss  is  about  $16,000;  insured  for  less 
than  half.

Chicago,  May  17.— Congressman  Frank 
Lawler  who  is  now  in  this  city,  an- 
nounced to  friends  yesterday,  that  he 
would  not  be  a  candidate  for  re-election 
to  congress,  but  that  he  would  be  pleased 
that  if  the  democracy  of  Cook  county 
would  nominate  and  elect  him  to  the  of- 
fice of  sheriff.

Philadelphia,  May  17.— There  are  in- 
dications of  warfare  between  the 
Knights  of  Labor  and  the  American 
Federation  of  Labor  in  the  very  near 
future.

THE    CITY    WINS. 

Railway    Knsineers  Cannot   Obstruct    the 
Public  Street. 

One  of  the  last  cases  tried  before  the 
supreme  court  by  ex-City  Attorney  S. 
L.  Smith,  was  that  of  the  city  of  Duluth 
vs.  William  F.  Mallet,  an  engineer  in 
charge  of  a  locomotive  and  train  of  cars 
belonging  to  the  St.  Paul  &  Duluth. 
The  engineer  was  arrested  and  con- 
victed in  the  municipal  court  for  ob- 
structing Lake  avenue  by  moving  the 
engine  and  train  in  his  charge  back  and 
forth  across  the  avenue  a  number  of 
times,  thereby  stopping  and  delaying 
teams  and  footmen  for  a  considerable 
length  of  time. 

The  defendant  plead  not  guilty  and 
undertook  to  show  that  he  was  acting 
under  orders  from  his  superiors.  Also 
that  the  ordinance  under  which  he  was 
arrested  was  unauthorized  by  the  terms 
and  provisions  of  the  city  charter.  The 
case  was  appealed  to  the  supreme  court, 
which,  in  a  late  opinion,  holds  that  the 
provisions  of  the  charter  authorized  the 
ordinance  preventing  the  obstruction  of 
streets  by  railroad  cars.  Also,  that  the 
ordinance  was  not  unreasonable,  and  fur- 
ther that  the  defendant  was  not  excused 
because  he  acted  under  the  direction  of 
another.

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What  British  Columbia  Rivers 

Do,  Not  Laid  Down  in 

Books. 


The  Ice,  the    Bridges  and    the 
Other     Natural      Won- 
ders. 


There  are  very  curious  thing's  about 
British    Columbia    rivers.       Everybody 
knows,  says    The    Victoria  Times,  that 
they  flow  in  the  wrong  diretition  while 
they  are  young.   For  instance,  the  Peace 
and  Liard  persist  in  going  to  the  Arctic 
ocean,  in  defiance  of  the  Rocky  Moun- 
tains and  the  laws  of  nature,  while  the 
Columbia,    Eraser   and    Kootenay  only 
consent  to  travel  seaward  after  going  in 
the  opposite  direction  some  hundreds  of 
miles.    But  they  also  have  very  peculiar 
ways  of   making  ice,  quite  opposite  to 
that  laid  down  in  the  text  books.      In 
the  Skeena  I  have  observed  the  ice  in 
autumn  to  form  on  the  river  bed  among 
the  boulders  in  globules,  like  a  mass  of 
iish  spawn,  this  often  growing  until  the 
reef  actually  reaches  the  surface;    but 
more  often  it  breaks  away  in  large  pieces 
and   float*   otT    down   stream,    bearing 
pebbles    and   even    boulders  for  many 
miles.    I  have  seen  the  river  in  Decem- 
ber entirely  covered  witu  this  ground  ice 
adrift,  the  globules  being  the  size  of  peas 
and  covermg  like  hxiae  snow. 

There  are  mauy    natutal    bridgee    on 
our  nvem  also.    In  the  Kicking    Horse,

Ice  Trade  Journal:  Reports  from  the 
Southern  states,  received  by  the  pub- 
lishers of  this  journal  during  the  past 
year  or  more,  clearly  establish  the  fact 
that  loe-makmg  as  an  industry  is  steadily 
progressing,  and  that  it  has  come  to 
stay.  The  machinemen  are  planting 
themselves  m  every  desirable  field  in  the 
bouth,  and  are  now  furnishing  the  essen- 
tial commodity  of  ice  both  along  the 
coast  and  in  the  interior  cities  and 
towns  at  rates  which  place  it  within 
reach  of  all  classes  of  citizens. 

In  the  management  of  their  business 
new  methods  have  also  been  adopted  of 
late  which  are  unquestionable  improve- 
ments, which  cannot  fail  to  popularize 
the  ice  factory,  whilst  increasing  the 
trade  and  profit  of  this  new  industry 
b  actones  are  now  being  located  at  oen- 
.ral  points  wherever  the  local  demand 
for  loe  IS  sufficient  to  insure  reasonable 
success  for  such  enterprises,  and  these 
are  tnade  distributing  centers  for  the 
surplus  products  of  the  factory  through 
the  neighboring  towns  and  villages 

This  is  a  wise  proceeding,  as   it  en- 
ables the    manufacturers    to    dispose  of 
any  surplus  stock    not    covered    by  the 
local  demand,  and  at  the  same  time  to 
dispense  with  costly  storage  houses.    In 
thus  extending  their  trade  to  places   too 
small  to  support  factories  of  their  own 
the  railroad  companies,  in   moat  instan- 
ces, have  rendered  material  aid,  by  fur- 
nishing facilities  to    shippers    at    rates 
much  more  accommodating  than   those 
usually  charged  by  the  large    transport- 
ation companies  in  this  and  neighborini? 
states.     Another  feature  of  this  trade  in 
the  South,  and    one  which  has  contrib- 
uted largely  to  the  recent  development 
IS  the  system  of  delivery  to  consumers 
which  a  few  years  ago    was    almost  un- 
known except  among  the  dealers  in   im- 
ported ice. 

At  the  present  time  nearly  all  the 
leading  manufacturers  use  wagons  for 
delivery,  and  as  the  modern  improve- 
ments in  machinery  have  greatly  re- 
duced the  cost  of  production,  this  essen- 
tial commodity  can  be  readily  obtained 
in  the  remotest  sections  of  the  interior 
at  very  reasonable  cost.  This  compar- 
atively new  industry  has  brought  about 
a  complt«  revolution  in  the  social  life  of 
the  Southern  states,  and  it  can  be  safely 
said  that  it  is  still  only  in  its  infancy  and 
capable  of  unlimited  expansion.  For 
this  inestimable  advantage  the  South  is 
mainly  indebted  to  Northern  enterprise 
and  capital  which  are  rapidly  covering 
this  vast  section  of  country  with  these 
life  and  health-preserving  appliances  - 
ioe  machines.

To  the  Editor  of  The  Herald: 

Referring  to  your  editorial,  "A  Flavor 
of  Gas,"  in  The  Herald  of  Saturday,  10th 
inst.  Your  correspondent,  who  has  made 
sotrething  of  a  study  of  natural  gas, 
while  lately  in  Duluth  olwerved  at  the 
shore  end  ot  the  water,  between  the 
wharves  on  the  south  side  of  Lake  ave- 
pue  and  only  a  stonesthrow  from  The 
Herald  pfflce,  natural  gas  escapiog  out 
of  the  sand  through  the  water. 

This  comes  through  numerous  small 
holes  in  the  sand,  not  incessantly,  but  at 
very  frequent  intervals,  so  that  anyone 
observing  the  water  for  a  few  minutes 
cannot  fail  to  notice  it. 

At  the  time  he  noticed  it  the  writer 
WHS  engaged  in  drilling  a  well,  being  led 
to  do  so  by  similar  indications  to  yours, 
but  more  marked.  The  writer,  however, 
called  the  attention  of  two  or  three  of 
your  prominent  citizens  to  this  natural 
escape,  and  suggested  that  if  his  well 
proved  a  success  it  would  be  worth 
while  for  a  test  to  be  made  in  Duluth. 

The  writer  has  since  abandoned  his 
work,  not  so  much  from  lack  of  faith  as 
from  lack  of  funds  and  disgust  at  seeing 
his  neighbor  stand  by  without  offering 
to  help.

There  is  every  probability  that  the  de- 
sire which  the  Chicago,  Milwaukee  <t  St. 
Paul  road  has  cherished  for  a  long  time 
to  get  a  line  to  Lake  Superior  will  be 
speedily  realized.  The  purchase  of  the 
Wisconsin,  Pittsville  &  Superior  road  by 
the  Milwaukee,  which  was  reported  in 
The  Herald's  telegraph  columns  yester- 
day, is  another  step  in  this  direction. 

The  dispute  concerning  the  land  grant 
of   the    Portage   &   Superior  Air  Line 
railway  brought   by  the  Omaha  a  num- 
ber of  years  ago  was  primarily  the  cause 
of  the  decision  of  the  Milwaukee  to  gain 
an  entrance  to  the  head  of  the  lake.  This 
road   was    begun    about  ten    years  ago 
and      considerable      work     was     done, 
but    a    bargain    was     made    with    the 
Milwaukee  by  the  Omaha,  whereby  the 
former  was  to    assist  the  Omaha  and  in 
return    was    U)    receive  truckage  rights 
over      that      liuj,.      This     would     give 
them  an    easy  and    inexpensive  line   to 
Duiuth.    The  Milwaukee  performed  its 
Dart    of    the    ctmtract,    but    when    the 
Milwaukee    asked  the  Omaha  to  carry 
out    its     part    of     the      bargain,       the 
latter  company  claimed  that  the  services 
of  the  Milwaukee  company  was    in    the 
nature  of  lobbying  which    was  contrary 
to  public  policy  and  the  courts  sustained 
them  in  a  recent  decision. 

This    decision    made    it  more  certain 
that  the  Milwaukee  must  get    a    line  to 
Lake  Superior.     It  is    a    matter  of  con- 
siderable surprise,  however,    that  it    de- 
cided to  oome  in  from  the    southeast  in- 
stead of  from  the    South    which    would 
enable  it  to  compete  with  the    Hill  lines 
on  equal  terms.

New  York,  May  IT.  -Citizen  Geort{e 
Fraacis  Train,  wearing  a  coat  with  a  fur 
ootlar  and  a  double-decked  helmet,  re- 
BemblinK  a  magniSoent  muahroom, 
stepped  off  the  £truria  this  mominK. 
tifty-nine  daya  out  from  Tacoma  on  his 
trip  around  the  world.  The  Citizen  had 
three  big  packages  and  bundles  in  his 
arma,  but  he  put  these  down  and  warmly 
shook  hands  with  himself.  People  do 
not  often  stare  at    strange  sights  at   the 

Cuuard  docks,  but  everybody  who  saw 
Citizen  Train  knew  that  they  were  in  the 
preeieaee  of  no  ordinary  man,  and  they 
fell  back  in  admiration  and  awe  and 
opened  a  passage  f  >rhimto  Broadway. 

A  half  hour  after  the  ship  arrived, 
C^irge  Francis  Train  was  seated  in  the 
bote!  smoking-room,  a  red  fez,  rakishly 
didpoded  upon  the  side  of  his  dead,  the 
black  tassel  dangling  before  bis  eyes, 
with  a  great  chart  before  him,  relating 
to  a  great  throng  of  Americans  the 
details  and  incidents  of  his  trip.  The 
chart  was  of  the  Citizen's  own  manufac 
ture  and  was  done  chielly  in  red  and 
blue  crayon,  with  scenes  from  Tacoma, 
L>ndja,  Port  Said,  Brindisi  and  other 
points  he  had  visited,  cut  from  advertis- 
ing rards  aud  circulars,  pasted  on.

Xew  York,  May  17. —Nearly  100  ladies 
and  gentlemen  saw  the  casting  yesler- 
day  of  the  t>xly  of  the  bronze  statue  of 
the  late  Henry  Ward  Beecher  at  the 
workroom  of  the  Brainard  Bronze  com- 
pany. .\t  9  o'clock  half  a  dozen  work- 
men, clad  in  blue  jumpers  and  wearing 
imnense  gloves  and  aprons,  ranged  up 
in  front  of  a  long  line  of  red-hot  iron 
doors  set  m  the  floor,  under  which  the 
furnaces  blazed  around  several  dozen 
crucibles  tilled  with  the  alloy  of  90  per 
cent  copper  and  10  per  cent  tin. 

With  enormous  tongs  they  drew  forth 
a  crucible  tilled  with  bronze,  melted  till 
It  ran  forth  like  water,  which  they 
poured  into  a  larger  crucible,  repeating 
the  operation  until  there  were  several 
hundred  pounds  of  liquid  fluid  in  the 
latter.  A  dozen  men  swung  the  big 
crucible  over  an  immense  iron  frame 
12  feet  long,  5  feet  high  and  4  feet  wide! 
through  a  sarcophagus  opening  in  the 
top  of  which  they  poured  the  molten 
metal. 

A  tremendous  explosion  took  place. 
The  lnjiiid  tire  fl-*w  in  every  direction. 
Work  nen  scampered  hither  and  thither 
with  their  clothing  on  Are  in  a  dozen 
places.  Women  screamed  and  men's 
faces  blanched.  The  air  was  filled  with 
smoke  and  ashes,  and  everhxly  thought 
■ometdiag  serious  ha  I  happened.  They 
were  reassured,  however,  when  Superin- 
tendent .\ucaigne  announced  that  the 
molds  were  filled,  and  that  the  casting 
of  the  statue  of  -Imerica's  greatest  pulpit 
orator  was  a  success. 

The  statue  will  occupy  the  place  on 
the  terrace  in  Pr  wpect  Park  now  filled 
by  the  bust  of  Washington  Irving.  It 
will  rise  about  eighteen  feet  from  the 
ground,  the  aUtue  being  about  ten  feet 
high.  The  figure  of  the  great  preacher 
stands  m  a  natural  attitude,  with  hands 
dropp->d  upon  the  thighs,  while  the  eyes 
look  into  the  distance  in  the  manner  so 
peculiar  to  the  grand  man  in  life.  The 
likeoees  is  pronounced  perfect  by  those 
who  knew  him  well 

At  the  base  of  the  pedestal  on  one 
side  kneels  a  negro  woman  with  a  palm 
leaf  in  her  hand.  On  the  other  are  two 
children  at  play,  thus  representing 
Beecher's  love  for  the  oppressed  and  for 
the  innocent.  The  whole  is  the  work  of 
J.  Q.  A.  Ward  and  will  cost  about  $35,- 
000.  The  money  was  subscribed  by  cit- 
jceoa  of  Brooklyn.

The  new  "talking  doll  industry,"  es- 
tablished upon  the  basis  of  the  Edison 
phonograph,  has  reached  such  propor- 
tions as  to  entitle  it  to  more  than  a  pa^s- 
ing  notice,  saya  The  Scientific  American. 
.\t  Orange,  N.  J.,  within  a  short  walk  of 
the  world  renowned  laboratory  of  Mi- 
son,  are  located  a  number  of  buildings 
i)ccupying  a  ground  space  of  many  acres, 
in  which  over  500  people  are  engageii  in 
the  manufacture  of  the  phonograph  in 
its  two  principal  forms,  one  of  which  is 
the  commercial  instrument  repeatedly 
described  m  our  columns,  the  other  the 
phonographic  doll,  which  we  now  present 
to  our  readers  for  the  present  time.  This 
interesting  toy  forms  an  attractive  ob- 
ject at  the  exhibition  of  the  wonders  of 
electricity  now  in  progress  at  the  Lenox 
lyceum  in  this  city. 

The  finished  doll  has  the  same  appear- 
ance as  other  dolls;  but  its  body  is  made 
of  tin,  and  the  interior  thereof  is  filled 
with  mechanism  very  much  like  that  of 
the  commercial  phonograph,  but  of 
course  much  more  simple  and  inexpen- 
sive. 

The  cylinder  of  the  phonograph  of  the 
talking  doll  is  mounted  on  a  sleeve  which 
slides  upon  the  shaft,  the  sleeve  being 
screw-threaded  so  as  to  cause  the  cylin- 
der to  move  lengthwise  on  the  shaft.  A 
key  is  provided  by  which  the  cylinder 
may  be  thrown  out  of  engagement  with 
the  segmental  nut,  and  a  spiral  spring  is 
provided  for  returning  the  cylinder  to 
the  point  of  starting.  The  cylinder 
carries  a  ring  of  wax-like  material,  upon 
which  is  recorded  the  speech  or  song  to 
be  repeated  by  the  doll.  Upon  the  same 
shaft  with  the  record  cylinder  there  is  a 
large  pulley  which  carries  a  belt  for 
driving  the  flywheel  shaft  at  the  lower 
part  of  the  phonographic  apparatus. 
The  key  is  fitted  to  the  main  shaft,  by 
which  the  phonographic  cylinder  is  ro- 
tated, and  the  flywheel  tends  to  main- 
tain a  uniform  speeil. 

.\bove  the  record  cylinder  is  arranged 
a  diaphragm,  such  as  is  used  in  the 
regular  phonograph,  carrying  a  repro- 
ducting  stylus,  which  is  mounted  on  a 
lever  in  the  same  manner  as  the  regular 
phonograph.  The  funnel  at  the  top  of 
the  phonographic  apparatus  opens  under 
ueath  the  breast  of  the  doll,  which  is 
perforated  to  permit  the  sound  to  es- 
cape. By  the  simple  operation  of  turn- 
ing the  crank  any  child  can  make  the 
doll  say:  "iMary  Had  a  Little  Lamb," 
"Jack  and  Jill"  or  whatever  it  was,  so  to 
speak,  taught  to  say  in  the  phonograph 
factory. 

The  tools  and    machinery    here    used 
are  the  finest  procurable.    Every  piece, 
without  regard  to  its  size  or  importance, 
is  carefully  inspected  by  aid  of  standard 
gauges,   BO    that    when   the    parts   are 
brought  together  no  additional   work  is 
required  to  cause  them  Lo  act  properly. 
The  works  of  the  doll  are  to    some  ex- 
tent adjustable,  and  any  adjustment  ne- 
cessary is  effecTeu  in    an    extensive    de- 
partment in  which  the  Uttle  phonographs 
.ire  received  from  the  aesembiiag  rooms. 
Here  they  receive  the  finishing  touches, 
and  are    passed    on    to    another    room, 
where  they  are  placed  in    the  bodies  of 
the  dolls.     From    this    department  the 
finished  dolls  pass  on    to    the    packing- 
room,  where  they    are    carefully    stor^ 
away  in  boxes,  having  on  their  labels  the 
name  of  the  story  the  doll  is  able  to  re- 
peat 

They  are  placed  upon  an  instrumeut 
very  much  like  an  ordinary  phonograph, 
and  in  the  mouth  of  which  a  girl  speaks 
the  words  to  be  repeated  by  the  doll.  A 
large  number  of  these  girls  are  continu- 
ally doing  this  work.  Each  one  has  a 
stall  to  herself,  and  the  jangle  produced 
by  a  number  of  girls  simultanecjusly  re- 
peating "Mary  had  a  little  lamb,"  "Jack 
and  Jdl,"  "Little  Bo-peep,"  and  other  in- 
teresting stories  is  beyond  description. 
These  sounds  united  with  the  sounds  of 
the  phonographs  themselves  when  re- 
producing the  stories  make  a  veritable 
pandemonium.

in    Which    Tariflless    England 
Raises  Her  Taxes. 

"England  is  taxed  up  to  the  hilt." 
That  IS  the  statement  made  by  the  Lon 
don  correspondent  of  The  Boston  Her- 
ald, and  he  furnishes  a  long  list  of  the 
articles  upon  which  an  impost  is  laid  in 
order  to  raise  the  revenue  requisite  for 
government  purposes.  Here  is  a  por 
tion  of  the  correspondent's  statement: 

"Wherever  you  turn  in  this  country 
you  find  the  ofliciala  of  the  inland  rev- 
enue before  you.  The  simplest  business 
agreement  in  writing  is  not  valid  with- 
out a  stamp,  and  the  cost  of  the  stamp 
is  governed  by  the  value  of  the  agree 
ment.  When  a  barrister  is  admitted  to 
his  d^ree  be  pays  t$-2ix)  to  the  govern- 
ment; a  solicitor  pays  ijl21;  a  fellow  of 
the  college  of  physicians  $125;  a  notary 
public  iliiO;  a  doctor  of  medicine  (Scot- 
land) «oO.  These  are  not  fees  for 
diplomas;  they  are  tributes  to 
the  department  of  inland  revenue. 
A  memorandum  of  agreement  must  bear 
a  12  cent  stamp;  a  lea^e  must  Iwar  a 
stamp  the  value  of  which  is  decitled  by 
the  amount  of  rental  and  the  terms  of 
years.  Ihus,  if  you  lease  a  house  for 
i'iiO  per  annum  for  a  period  not  e.Tceed- 
ing  tnirty-five  years,  the  leasa  must  bear 
a  13.75  stamp.  If  you  wish  an  appraise- 
ment on  an  estate,  or  on  your  effects,  the 
document  muet  be  stamped  according  to 
a  sliding  scale,  ranging  from  12  cents  to 
$5.  Every  bank  check  you  use  must 
bear  a  penny  stamp,  so  must  every  vot- 
ing paper,  and  so  mu.st  every  receipt  for 
f  10  or  more. 

For  every  four-wheeled  vehicle  a 
stamped  license  coating  $21  is  exacted. 
For  every  male  servant  there  is  a  stamp 
tax  of  $3.75;  for  a  special  marriage 
license,  $25;  while  there  is  a  tax  upon 
every  demand  note,  every  commission  in 
the  army  or  navy,  in  fact  neariy  every 
document  in  use.  The  correspondent 
continues: 

"The  most  iniquitous  tax  in  Great 
Britain  is  the  income  tax.  This  is  as- 
sessed at  the  rate  of  6d  the  pound. 
That  is  to  say,  for  every  $5  of  your  in- 
come you  pay  a  tax  of  12^  cents, 
whether  you  are  a  British  subject  or  an 
alien.  Of  estate,  legacy,  succession  and 
probate  duties  there  is  no  end.  All 
must  bear  the  stamp.  Script  and  share 
certificates,  notices  of  allotment,  mort- 
gages, bonds,  powers  of  attorney  and 
proxies  are  stamped,  and  now  parliament 
asks  that  tickets  for  all  places  of  enter- 
tainment be  stamped.  You  can  do 
nothing  of  any  consetjuence  in  this  coun- 
try without  a  stamp  of  some  kind." 

In  conclnsion  the  oorreepondent  says: 
"They  stamp  you  when  you  are  born^ 
they  sUmp  you  when  you  arechristened] 
when  you  are  married  and  when  you  die 
To  name  all  the  documents  and  doings 
that  must  be  stamped  would  be  a  te 
dious  and  exasperating  task.  The  list  is 
long  and  bewildering.  These  English 
have   a   splendid   geniua    for    taxing."

W.^sHiNciTON,  May  17.  —  Margaret 
Blaine,  eldest  daughter  of  the  secretary 
of  state,  became  the  bride  today  of  Wal- 
ter Damroech,  the  well-known  musical 
conductor,  and  son  of  the  eminent  com- 
poser and  conductor  whose  name  is  in- 
dissolubly  connected  with  the  history  of 
music  in  the  United  States. 

The  union  was- solemnized  shortly 
after  10  o'clock  in  the  main  drawing- 
room  of  the  Blaine  mansion;  Rev.  Dr. 
Hamlin  of  the  Church  of  the  Covenant, 
(President  ilarrison's  church),  being  the 
officiating  minister. 

It  was  a  quiet  home  wedding,  the 
guests  including  only  the  President  and 

the  cabi- 
net, Andrew  Carnegie  and  wife,  and 
the  close  relatives  and  friends  of  the 
Blaine  and  Damroech  families. 

The  floral  decorations  were  very  elabo- 
rate. After  the  wedding  breakfast  the 
couple  will  leave  for  Baltimore  where 
they  will  spend  the  honeymoon  at  the 
residence  of  Mr.  and  Mra  Emmons 
Blaine. 

Next  week  they  will  sail  for  Scotland 
and  do  the  rest  of  the  billing  and  coo- 
ing on  the  Scotch  estate  of  the  Carne- 
gies,  who  are  credited  with  having 
brought  about  the  match.  On  their  re- 
turn they  will  take  up  their  residence  in 
r^ew  \ork.

inspected  twenty-four  hours  before 
slaughtering.  The  case  is  entitled  "State 
of  Minnesota  against  Henry  D.  Barber" 
and  IS  of  great  interest  to  dressed  meat 
men,  who  win  the  case. 

The  United  States  supreme  court  to- 
day rendered  an  important  decision 
against  Cornell  university  of  New  ^"'ork. 
1  he  suit  was  known  as  Cornell  university 
vs.  b  iske,  and  was  brought  by  that  or- 
ganization to  secure  a  large  sum  willed 
to  It  by  the  wife  of  Professor  Fiske 
nearlj  a  year  ago.  This  settles  for  all 
time,  under  existing  laws,  the  fact  that 
Cornell  is  rich  enough  and  can  get  along 
without  the  aid  of  philanthropista  In 
other  words,  the  court  decides  that 
I  under  the  laws  the  university  cannot  be 
any  richer.

New  York,  May  19.— According  to  ad- 
vices received  from  New  South   Wales, 
the  government  of  that  country,  under 
the  leadership  of  Lord  Carnngton,  pro- 
poses, with  the  assistance  of  parliament 
to  carpr  out  a  policy  of  progress,  the  re-' 
suit  of  which  will  be  watched  with  inter- 
®6t    by    reformers    in     every     country. 
Although  the  preeent  session  of  parlia- 
ment is  but   two  weeks   old,   numerous 
radical  measures  have  been   introduced 
by  the  government  in  the  form  of  bills 
approved  by  the  cabinet    One  of  these 
proposes  to  amend  the  electoral   law  by 
granting  the  suffrage  to  both  sexes,  and 
another  to  reform  and  reduce  the  eiist- 
mg  tariff   and  readjust    the    burdens  of 
taxation  in  accordance  with  the  princi- 
ples laid  down    by  the  highest  fiscal  au- 
thorities. 

A  uniform  penny  postage  is  to  be  es- 
tablished throughout  the  colony;  the 
licensing  law  to  be  amended  by  the 
adoption  of  the  principle  of  local  option, 
and  district  self-government  estabfished 
all  over  the  colony. 

Other  measures  provide  for  more 
effectual  regulation  of  coUeries;  for  pro- 
tection for  women  and  children  employed 
in  factories  and  workshops,  and  for 
effectual  machinery  for  the  promotion  of 
the  public  health. 

Large  sums  will  be  asked  for  promot- 
ing water  conservation  works  and  irriga- 
tion in  arid  districts,  for  the  draining  of 
low-lying  lands,  and  for  railway  ex- 
tensions and  other  public  works.

TO  THE  KNIGHTS. 

KeT.   G.  H.    McClelland    on    '■Friendiibip 
Truth  and  Kenevolenve."  ^ 

Rev.  G.  H.  McClelland  delivered  a 
special  sermon  to  the  members  of  Gate 
City  lodge  Knights  of  Pythias  at  the 
First  Baptist  church  last  evening  on  the 
principles  of  the  order. 

Speaking  of  the  principle  of  friend- 
ship, he  said:  "There  is  a  true  and  a 
false  friendship.  One  is  lasting,  the 
other  comes  from  fawners  and  flatterers, 
who  stay  by  you  as  long  ao  you  have 
anything  to  give  them.  The  friendship 
of  some  men  is  like  certain  plants. 
They  have  broad  leaves  on  the  surface 
of  the  water,  but  there  is  little  below 
the  surface.  The  truest  friendship  in 
the  world  is  of  the  nature  of  a  reci- 
procity. No  book  is  so  full  of  beautiful 
instances  of  friendship  as  the  Bible. 
Where  is  there  a  bit  of  history  so  beauti-
